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N  AMBLA  Members  Busted

WAREHAM,  MA  —  Police 
here  arrested  three  men  on  charges 
of  having  sex  with  minors  and  pos¬ 
sessing  with  intent  to  disseminate 
obscene  matter  after  a  week-long 
surveillance  operation  culminating 
in  a  raid  on  a  private  home  on 
December  3.  Taken  into  custody 
on  $50,000  bail  each  were  David 
Groat,  28,  and  Brett  Portman,  26. 
Both  men  are  members  of  the 
North  American  Man/Boy  Love 
Association  (NAMBLA),  a  sup¬ 
port  and  advocacy  organization. 
Also  arrested  and  charged  with 
having  sex  with  a  minor  was 
Harold  Baker  111,  17,  for  whom 
bail  was  set  as  $25,000. 

Wareham  police  first  began 
monitoring  a  Blackmore  Pond 
Road  cottage  belonging  to  Port- 
man’s  parents  after  the  Special  In¬ 
vestigations  Unit  (SIU)  of  the  Jer¬ 
sey  City  (New  Jersey)  police  noti¬ 
fied  them  that  two  alleged  runa¬ 
ways  were  believed  to  be  staying  at 
the  home.  A  report  in  the  Boston 
Globe  quotes  Jersey  City  Police 
Detective  Jack  Russell  as  saying 
that  the  search  for  the  runaways 
was  part  of  a  larger  investigation 
of  NAMBLA.  However,  Russell 
declined  to  discuss  the  investiga¬ 
tion  with  GCN  and  refused  to  con¬ 
firm  or  deny  the  accuracy  of  the 
Globe's  quotations. 

Several  sources  close  to  the  in¬ 
vestigation  told  GCN  they  believe 
police  and  possibly  the  FBI  are  in¬ 


volved  in  a  large-scale  effort  based 
on  the  erroneous  premise  that 
NAMBLA  is  a  “sex  ring.” 

Two  others  were  at  the  Ware¬ 
ham  cottage  with  the  three  ar¬ 
rested  men  when  police  staged  the 
raid.  One  of  those,  a  16-year-old 
New  Jersey  youth,  denied  he  was  a 
runaway  and  returned  voluntarily 
to  his  parents’  home.  The  other, 
also  16  years  of  age,  is  reportedly 
being  held  at  a  juvenile  facility 
pending  further  investigation. 

Complaints  on  file  at  Wareham 
District  Court  name  a  13 -year-old 
New  Jersey  boy  as  “victim”  of  the 
alleged  acts.  Under  Massachusetts 
law,  sex  with  a  person  under  16 
years  of  age  automatically  consti¬ 
tutes  rape  or  “indecent  assault  and 
battery,”  since  a  person  under  that 
age  is  not  legally  considered  capa¬ 
ble  of  consent. 

Police  failed  to  find  the  13-year- 
old  during  the  raid,  however,  and 
have  refused  comment  both  on  his 
whereabouts  and  on  the  nature  of 
evidence  they  have  that  could 
prove  that  sexual  activity  took 
place. 

Groat,  Portman  and  Baker  all 
pleaded  innocent  to  the  charges 
against  them  at  a  December  3  ar¬ 
raignment  hearing.  Portman  has 
raised  bail  and  is  reportedly  in 
New  York  pending  further  hear¬ 
ings.  Baker  remains  in  “protective 
custody”  at  the  Plymouth  facility. 
A  December  6  hearing  at  which 
Groat’s  attorney  planned  to  peti¬ 


tion  for  a  reduction  in  bail  was 
abandoned,  however,  after  Groat 
was  beaten  by  other  inmates  in  a 
holding  cell  at  the  courthouse. 
Groat  reportedly  lost  two  teeth 
and  was  denied  adequate  medical 
treatment  following  that  attack. 

In  response  to  the  beating  and 
one  other  at  the  Plymouth  facility. 
Groat  was  transferred  to  Bridge- 
water  State  Hospital  at  the  request 
of  his  attorney.  The  Bridgewater 
hospital,  a  psychiatric  institution, 
is  thought  safer  than  the 
Plymouth  jail. 

A  pre-trial  conference  on  the 
cases  has  been  scheduled  for  Dec¬ 
ember  14  at  the  Wareham  District 
Court. 

Coverage  of  the  raid  and  arrests 
by  mainstream  Boston  media  has 
been  sensationalistic,  uncritically 
representing  statements  by  police 
that  NAMBLA  is  “  a  highly  or¬ 
ganized  group  of  men  with  a  single 
purpose  —  sex,”  involving 
“thousands  of  boys,  some  no 
more  than  eight  or  nine  years  old” 
in  a  “bizarre  international  man- 
boy  sex  club.”  The  cover  of  the 
NAMBLA  News,  an  informa¬ 
tional  newsletter  published  by  the 
group,  was  reprinted  in  the  Boston 
Herald  American  above  the  cap¬ 
tion  “Sex  Sheet.” 

According  to  a  resolution 
adopted  at  the  sixth  national 
NAMBLA  conference  held  last 
October  in  Philadelphia  (see 
GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.  14),  the  goals 
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and  purposes  of  NAMBLA  in¬ 
clude  “building  a  support  network 
for  men  and  boys  involved  in  any 
mutually  consensual  relationship, 
educating  the  public  on  the  ben¬ 
evolent  nature  of  man/boy  love.

Protests  Drive  Klan  Rally  Out  Of  Washington

WASHINGTON  —  What 
many  people  have  felt  in  the  last 
several  months  as  a  general  and 
growing  rage  found  a  focal  point 
on  November  27  in  the  Knights  of 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan  and  the  Wash- 
ington-area  police  who  sought  to 
protect  them  and  their  right  to 
assemble  in  the  nation’s  capital. 

As  many  as  5,000  people  took 
part  in  the  multi-faceted  anti-Klan 
demonstration  to  protest  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  KKK  in  this 
70  percent  black  city.  Actions 
ranged  from  a  generally  tame  rally 
sponsored  by  the  All  People’s 
Congress  (APC)  to  a  series  of 
spontaneous  violent  skirmishes 
between  protesters  and  police. 
Bricks  and  bottles  flew  through 
the  streets;  police  cars  were  over¬ 
turned  ^and  destroyed;  protesters 
were  beaten  with  police  night¬ 
sticks;  just  about  everyone  was 
teargassed.  And  the  Klan  very 
quicxly  abandoned  their  plans  of 
a  march  and  rally.  And  there  are 
those  who  believe  this  confronta¬ 
tion  between  the  people  and  the 
police  was  an  empowering  lesson 
to  anti-racist  and  progressive 
forces. 

At  least  three  rallies  had  been 
planned  for  the  morning  of  Nov¬ 
ember  27  by  many  different  anti- 
Klan  groupings,  including  the  DC- 
area  People  Against  Racism  and 
the  Klan,  the  John  Brown  Anti- 
Klan  Committee,  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Committee  Against  Rac¬ 
ism,  the  Sparticist  League’s 
Labor/Black  Mobilization  to 
Stop  the  Klan,  the  National  Anti- 
Klan  Network,  the  APC  and  the 
November  29  coalition,  which 
rallied  in  recognition  of  the  UN- 
sponsored  International  Day  of 
Solidarity  with  the  Palestinian 
People.  It  was  the  intent  of  most 


of  these  groups  to  end  their  rallies 
in  time  to  greet  the  Klan  marchers 
with  militant  opposition  as  they 
entered  their  rally  site  in  Lafayette 
Park  across  from  the  White 
House  Lawn. 

By  early  afternoon  3,000  to 
4,000  protesters  lined  Constitu¬ 
tion  Avenue  waiting  to  confront 
the  Klan  procession.  Word  of 
mouth  alerted  the  crowd  that  the 
police  had  escorted  30  unrobed 
Klan  members  directly  to  Laf¬ 
ayette  Park  to  avoid  confronta¬ 
tion.  The  angry  crowd  proceded, 
almost  running,  toward  the  park. 

By  the  time  they  had  approach¬ 
ed  Lafayette  Park,  their  numbers 
had  grown  considerably.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Guardian,  5,000  to 
6,000  protesters  gathered  in  the 
block  surrounding  the  Klan  event 
to  demand  access  to  the  park. 
They  were  met  by  several  hundred 
cops  on  horseback,  on  motor¬ 
cycles,  on  foot  and  in  patrol  cars 
who  attempted  to  turn  them  back. 
While  most  chose  at  that  time 
either  to  disband  or  to  join  the 
APC  rally  several  blocks  north  in 
McPherson  Park,  several  hundred 
mostly  young  DC-area  blacks  and 
a  sizable  number  of  militant 
Palestinians  continued  to  demand 
their  right  to  confront  the  Klan. 
Push  somehow  came  to  shove  and 
the  face-off  began.  Several  hours 
of  street  fighting  followed. 

The  Klan,  meanwhile,  was  rush¬ 
ed  out  of  town  as  quickly  as  they 
had  been  rushed  in.  They  held  a 
quick  press  conference  and  dis¬ 
persed,  acceding,  at  the  advice  of 
the  police,  to  the  demand  that 
they  not  be  allowed  to  assemble  in 
Washington. 

Another  group  tried  to  enter 
Lafayette  Park,  this  time  from  a 
different  direction,  believing  that 
the  Klan  was  still  there.  Again,  a 


clash  with  police  resulted  in  bottle 
and  brick  throwing.  Now  free  to 
focus  exclusively  on  the  rioters, 
the  cops  began  an  offensive  of  ar¬ 
rest  attempts  and  relatiations  with 
teargas  and  pepper  gas. 

The  rebellion  spread  rapidly

NEW  YORK  —  At  a  state 
Human  Rights  Division  hearing  on 
December  6  a  gay  bar  refused  to 
admit  that  it  discriminated  against 
four  black  men  last  year. 

The  Ice  Palace,  57  West  57th 
Street,  did  not  contest  the  fact  that 
four  black  men  were  carded  and 
two  were  denied  admission  there 
on  November  15,  1981  while  white 
patrons  entered  with  no  questions 
asked.  But  Ice  Palace  manager 
Roger  Warren  probably  did  not 
help  his  case  when  he  testified  that 
his  bouncers  “may  have  sensed 
that  -Something  was  strange” 
about  the  four  men.  Warren  added 
that  drug  dealers  often  work  in 
groups.  He  also  tried  to  blame  an 
unconscious  attitude  on  the  men’s 
part:  “Who  knows  that  they 
didn’t  want  to  be  turned  away?” 

Frederick  Byrd,  James  Credle, 
John  Litaker  and  Andre  Torres 
went  to  the  Ice  Palace  last  year  as 
part  of  a  “fagscam”  devised  by 
Black  and  White  Men  Together 
(BWMT),  a  150-member  social 
and  activist  organization  formed 
in  1980  to  improve  interracial  rela¬ 
tions  in  the  gay  community.  They 


through  the  side  streets  of  the 
area.  Throngs  of  protesters  des¬ 
troyed  and  overturned  three 
police  cars.  The  windows  of  20 
stores  and  three  banks  were 
broken.  Police  threw  protesters 
through  broken  glass  and  beat 


had  received  several  reports  of 
racial  discrimination  at  the  Ice 
Palace  in  the  fall  of  1981.  To  dis¬ 
courage  such  discrimination, 
BWMT  has  launched  a  Discrimin¬ 
ation  Documentation  Project 
modeled  after  the  NAACP’s  hous¬ 
ing  discrimination  test  program. 
On  November  15  of  last  year,  ten 
BWMT  members  met  around  the 
corner  from  the  Ice  Palace  and 
then  approached  the  bar  in  three 
groups,  consisting  respectively  of 
four  whites,  four  blacks  and  an  in¬ 
terracial  couple,  at  15-minute  in¬ 
tervals.  The  four  whites  and  the  in¬ 
terracial  couple  were  admitted 
without  a  word.  The  four  blacks, 
three  of  them  in  their  mid-30s, 
were  asked  for  proof  of  age  and 
kept 'waiting  15  or  20  minutes  until 
two  of  them  were  told  their  IDs, 
which  included  a  passport,  were 
insufficient. 

BWMT  contacted  the  Ice  Palace 
about  the  incident,  but  Henry 
Weimhoff,  co-chaif  of  the  group’s 
political  action  committee,  said 
the  bar’s  lawyer,  Harold  Stern,  did 
not  take  the  complaint  seriously. 
Weimhoff  said  that  as  recently  as 
two  months  ago  BWMT  has  re- 


them  badly.  “When  the  police 
had  the  time  to  do  it,  they  really 
brutally  beat  us,”  one  gay  demon¬ 
strator  told  GCN.  “They  tried  to 
keep  it  up.  They  tried  to  gain  con¬ 
trol  of  the  situation  through  the

ceived  complaints  about  racial 
discrimination  at  the  Ice  Palace. 

BWMT  and  the  four  complain¬ 
ants  in  the  case  want  the  Ice  Palace 
to  admit  that  it  discriminated, 
change  its  policies  and  make  a  fin¬ 
ancial  settlement.  Judge  Amos 
Carnegie  told  GCN  that  the  four 
complainants  need  only  show  that 
they  were  treated  differently  than 
white  customers  at  the  club  on  that 
evening  to  prove  racial  discrimina¬ 
tion.  Either  carding  or  refusing  to 
admit  would  constitute  unequal 
treatment. 

During  a  break  in  the  hearing, 
attorney  Stern  told  GCN,  “What 
these  jerks  are  saying  happened 
probably  happened,  but  that 
cjoesn’t  mean  it’s  management 
policy.” 

The  bar  attacked  BWMT  as 
having  perverse  intentions  in  pursu 
ing  the  case.  The  Ice  Palace  tried 
to  demand  that  the  group’s  mem¬ 
bership  list  be  put  into  evidence  to 
show  that  some  members  have 
competitive  business  interests  or 
radical  political  affiliations.  Judge 
Carnegie  rejected  that  line  of  ques¬ 
tioning  and  compared  BWMT’s

"The  lawyers  came  bearing  precedents.  They  ar¬ 
rived  last  week  at  the  US  Supreme  Court  prepared  to 
argue,  and  argue  they  did.  The  question  was  whether 
a  city  or  state  has  the  right  to  limit  a  woman’s  access 
to  abortion. . . . 

“[T]he  most  interesting  issue  is  the  one  labeled 
‘informed  consent.’  Four  years  ago,  the  law  under 
review  was  dreamed  up  in  Akron,  Ohio,  to  force  doc¬ 
tors  to  present  their  patients  with  a  series  of  ‘facts.’  It 
didn’t  matter  whether  the  doctors  believed  them  or 
not.  It  didn’t  matter  whether  the  facts  were  accurate 
or  not. 

“They  were  instructed  to  tell  women  that  ‘the  un¬ 
born  child  is  a  human  life  from  the  moment  of  concep¬ 
tion.  . .  ’  and  that  abortion  ‘is  a  major  surgical  proce¬ 
dure  which  can  result  in  serious  complications  in¬ 
cluding  hemorrhage,  perforated  uterus  .  .  . 
sterility  . . .  and  can  result  in  severe  emotional  distur¬ 
bances’  ... 

“What  if  we  decided  that  no  citizen  should  con¬ 
sent  to  sex  without  being  properly  informed  about  the 
risks?  We  might  end  up  supporting  something  called 
sex  education.  The  same  people  who  want  pregnant 
women  to  know  about  the  development  of  the  fetus 
might  help  tell  pre-pregnant  women  how  not  to  dev¬ 
elop  one.”

boys  of  baltimore 

BALTIMORE, MD  —  A  Baltimore  grand  jury  has 
indicted  eight  men  for  having  sex  with  at  least  50 
underaged  males  over  a  two-year  period,  the  Bal¬ 
timore  Sun  reports. 

The  indictments,  handed  down  on  November  29, 
follow  a  five-week  investigation  by  a  special  police 
squad  resulting  from  a  routine  arrest  by  a  uniformed 
cop. 

The  Sun  quotes  police  officials  as  saying  the 
youths,  who  ranged  in  age  from  nine  to  17,  had  sex 
with  the  men  and  posed  for  photographs  in  exchange 
for  money,  alcohol  and  drugs.  Police  added  that  the 
photographs  were  not  sold  and  that  no  “sex  ring”  was 
involved.  Apparently,  the  sex  acts  the  men  are  charg¬ 
ed  with  were  consensual. 

The  Sun  article  lists  the  names  and  addresses  of 
the  eight  men. 


a  significant  factor 

TALLAHASSEE, FL  —  After  a  complaint  from  a 
“pro-family”  organization,  the  Florida  State  Board  of 
Education  has  rejected  a  high  school  sociology  text¬ 
book  recommended  by  teachers  because  it  includes 
an  essay  on  homosexuality. 

According  to  Lambda,  newsletter  of  the  Carolina 
Gay  Association,  Shirley  Carrel  of  the  Pro-Family 
Forum  had  complained  that  Ron  Federico’s  Soci¬ 
ology  attacked  religion  and  encouraged  drug  use,  pro¬ 
stitution  and  homosexuality.  Lambda  quotes  a 
member  of  the  Sociological  Gay  Caucus  as  saying 
the  book  “treats  religion,  drug  use  and  prostitution  in 
the  manner  of  most  commonly  used  sociology 
texts. . .  .[But]  it  has  considerably  more  content  on 
homosexuality  [than  most],  and  this  may  very  well 
have  been  a  significant  factor  in  the  attack.” 

The  book  includes  an  essay  by  Thomas  Fitz¬ 
gerald  entitled  “Homosexuality:  The  Myth  of  the  Com¬ 
posite  Portrait.”  In  addition,  homosexuality  is  used 
throughout  the  book  to  illustrate  such  topics  as 
socialization,  social  movements,  social  research  and 
social  change.

MEXICO  CITY  —  The  Grupo  Lambda  de  Libera- 
cion  Homosexual  has  announced  that  despite  in¬ 
creased  political  repression  and  internal  problems 
they  have  opened  their  own  office  in  this  city. 

Lambda  says  that  since  the  opening  of  the  new 
office  is  a  major  event  for  their  group  and  for  the  Mex¬ 
ican  lesbian  and  gay  movement,  they  would  like  to 
receive  messages  of  congratulations,  support  and 
solidarity  from  gay  groups  in  other  countries. 

Lambda  will  soon  begin  publishing  a  newsletter 
to  help  maintain  communications  with  other  gay 
groups  throughout  the  world.  In  addition,  the 
organization  will  again  be  publishing  its  newspaper, 
Nuevo  Amblente,  after  organizational  and  financial 
difficulties  forced  them  to  suspend  publication  for 
several  months.

INDIANAPOLIS  —  A  major  hospital  in  this  city 
has  changed  its  personnel  policy  to  ban  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  lesbians  and  gay  men. 

Developed  with  the  help  of  Methodist  Bishop 
James  Armstrong  and  in  cooperation  with  In¬ 
tegrity/Central  Indiana  and  Justice,  Inc.,  both  lesbian 
and  gay  organizations,  the  non-discrimination  policy 
will  apply  to  hiring  and  advancement  procedures. 

“We  are  pleased  with  the  action  of  Methodist 
Hospital,”  said  Justice  President  Kathy  Sarris.  “They 
join  a  long  line  of  major  employers  around  the  country 
in  adopting  non-discrimination  policies  relating  to 
sexual  orientation  and  affectional  preference.” 


we  aren’t  like  the  army 

PHILADELPHIA  —  ROTC  officers  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Pennsylvania  are  insisting  that  they  do  not 
discourage  lesbians  and  gay  men  from  participating 
in  the  program  and,  therefore,  do  not  violate  the 
University  policy  prohibiting  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  “sexual  or  affectional  preference,”  reports 
the  Daily  Pennsylvanian. 

The  University  Council  is  debating  whether  or  not 
to  bar  army  recruiters  from  campus  since  military  reg- 
ulationisispecifically  prohibit  the  recruitment  of  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men. 

In  response,  Military  Science  Department  chair 
Lt.  Col.  David  Sanderson  told  reporters  that  the  ROTC 
program  is  “separate  and  distinct”  from  the  army. 
“We  will  conform  to  University  policy.  If  there  is  a  con¬ 
flict  between  University  and  army  policy,  we  follow 
University  guidelines.” 

Sanderson  said  that  he  is  unaware  of  any  gays 
participating  in  the  ROTC  now  or  in  the  past,  but  said 
that  he  would  “bend  over  backwards  to  put  them  into 
the  program.”  He  would  even  resubmit  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  a  gay  person  once  rejected  on  the  grounds  of 
sexual  preference,  he  said. 

Sanderson’s  assertions  notwithstanding,  70  of 
the  130  students  who  are  now  participating  in  ROTC 
here  and  who  are  on  scholarship  must  take  an  army 
medical  examination  in  which  they  are  aksed  if  they 
are  homosexual.  Non-scholarship  ROTC  students  are 
required  to  pass  the  examination  only  when  they  ap¬ 
ply  for  their  commission  in  to  the  army.  And,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Col.  Joe  Hick,  commander  of  the  Carlisle  Bar¬ 
racks  medical  corps,  the  army  will  not  commission 
applicants  who  say  they  are  gay. 

Sanderson  replied  that  “anybody  can  take 
ROTC.  As  long  as  they  are  not  interested  in  becoming 
an  officer,  they  don’t  have  to  take  the  medical  applica¬ 
tion.” 

Annenberg  School  Associate  Professor  Larry 
Gross,  author  of  the  University’s  non-discrimination 
policy,  called  Sanderson’s  comments  “commen¬ 
dable.”  “That  [Sanderson]  should  even  say  that  is  in¬ 
credible,”  he  said.  “If  they  follow  University  policy, 
there’s  no  problem  with  [the  ROTC]  being  here,” 
Gross  said. 

As  a  result  of  the  military’s  discriminatory  policy, 
the  Law  School  placement  committee  has  barred 
army  recruiters  from  using  the  school’s  facilities. 


. . .  except  in  maine 

PORTLAND, ME  —  The  Maine  Civil  Liberties 
Union  is  seeking  donations  to  help  pay  the  cost  of 
representing  a  student  at  the  University  of  Maine  who 
was  removed  from  the  university’s  ROTC  program 
when  it  was  discovered  that  she  is  a  lesbian. 

The  student  was  disenrolled  from  the  program 
after  she  asked  for  time  off  from  a  ROTC  class  in 
order  to  participate  in  a  student  senate  meeting  on 
behalf  of  a  campus  lesbian  and  gay  organization. 

The  case  is  currently  pending  in  the  United 
States  District  Court. 

According  to  Thomas  Lankiewicz,  Maine  Civil 
Liberties  Union  executive  director,  the  case  is  only 
the  second  in  the  country  to  deal  specifically  with  the 
issue  of  homosexual  “status”  in  the  military.

equivalent  in  oslo 

OSLO,  Norway  —  Gay  and  lesbian  relationships 
are  considered  the  equivalent  of  heterosexual  mar¬ 
riages  in  the  granting  of  work  permits  to  non-citizens 
in  this  country. 

According  to  Lovetann,  a  Norwegian  lesbian  and 
gay  publication,  five  gay  foreigners  presently  hold 
work  permits,  which  are  odinarily  given  to  non¬ 
citizens  only  if  they  are  married  to  Norwegians  or  to 
other  non-citizens  who  have  held  permits  since  before 
the  granting  of  such  permits  was  restricted  in  1975. 

Lovetann  says  an  application  for  a  work  permit 
must  be  accompanied  by  an  offer  of  a  job  in  Norway 
and  a  statement  that  the  applicant  is  in  a  stable  les¬ 
bian  or  gay  relationship. 


navy  doctor  booted 

JACKSONVILLE, NC  —  A  naval  officer  convicted 
of  sodomy,  conduct  unbecoming  to  an  officer  and 
fraternization  was  dismissed  from  the  service  this 
month,  according  to  the  local  daily,  the  Globe. 

Lieutenant  Commander  Napolean  Vilches,  a 
41 -year-old  medical  officer,  could  have  been  handed  a 
ten-year  sentence,  according  to  instructions  given 
Military  Judge  Lieutenant  Colonel  Dave  Breme. 

During  the  week-long  trial  at  Camp  Lejeune,  a 
marine  training  camp,  the  jury  heard  the  testimony  of 
seven  government  witnesses,  including  former 
Marine  Martin  Hirsh,  who  said  that  Vilches  had  car¬ 
ried  on  a  relationship  with  him  that  was  “wrongful,  ex¬ 
tensive  and  notorious”  and  that  the  doctor  had  com- 
mited  “indecent,  lewd  and  lascivious”  acts  with 
Hirsh. 


stinking  therapy 

SOUTH  BURLINGTON, VT  —  Prison  officials 
here  have  announced  they  will  try  a  new  form  of  aver¬ 
sion  therapy  on  “sex  offenders.” 

The  Boston  Herald-American  reports  that  16  pri¬ 
soners  at  the  Chittendon  Community  Correctional 
Center  in  South  Burlington  have  volunteered  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  an  experimental  program  in  which  they  will 
be  subjected  to  foul  smells  to  change  their  sexual  in¬ 
terests.  During  treatment  sessions,  foul-smelling 
chemicals  will  be  pumped  into  the  prisoners’  noses 
when  they  become  aroused  by  the  erotic  photographs 
and  literature  being  shown  them.

probing  harassment 

MIAMI  —  The  Dade  County  Coalition  for  Human 
Rights  is  monitoring  the  actions  of  cops  here  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  they  are  discriminating  against  gay 
men,  reports  The  Weekly  News  (TWN),  a  lesbian  and 
gay  publication. 

At  one  fact-gathering  session  sponsored  by  the 
Coalition,  several  bar  owners  reported  that  cops  in 
squladjcarsareoftenpeen  parked  near  gay  bars  waiting 
for  patrons  toleave.  When  the  patrons  drive  by,  police 
follow  them,  pull  them  over  and  issue  tickes  for 
trumped-up  traffic  violations,  some  bar  owners  com¬ 
plained. 

Coalition  president  Staci  Aker  told  TWN,  “We 
know  this  is  going  on  in  gay  bars.  What  we  want  to 
know  is:  are  police  doing  this  to  straight  bars  also,  or 
is  it  a  problem  of  gay  harassment?” 

Police  went  a  step  further  in  harassing  the  gay 
male  community  on  October  15  when  they  raided 
Salvation  bar,  arrested  and  struck  one  man  who  was 
clad  only  in  leather  chaps,  boots  and  a  black  jock 
strap.  The  excuse  the  cops  gave  for  the  raid  was  that 
the  bar  was  serving  liquor  after  legal  hours.  However, 
according  to  Joseph  McQuay,  news  editor  of  TWN, 
the  real  motivation  behind  the  raid  was  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  city  officials  to  make  Miami  look  as  straight 
and  middle-class  as  possible  while  5,000  members  of 
the  American  Society  of  Travel  Agents  were  in  town 
for  a  convention. 

“Clean  streets— free  of  derelicts,  hobos  and 
homos— greeted  the  agents  who,  supposedly  will  go 
back  to  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  book  their  customers 
on  expensive  vacations  to  Miami,”  McQuay  wrote  in 
an  editorial.  “Of  course,  to  accomplish  this  street¬ 
cleaning,  the  police  department  had  to  take  more 
than  a  few  liberties  with  the  law— like  jailing  en 
masse  the  entire  hobo  population  of  downtown 
Miami.  .  .  .  Gay  bars  apparently  did  not  escape  the 
purge  either.” 

As  a  response  to  the  harassment,  McQuay  favors 
cooperating  with  the  Coalition’s  calm,  thinking  ap¬ 
proach.  “Maintaining  an  amicable  rapport  with  the 
police  and  avoiding  finger-pointing  incidents  is  the 
best  way  to  protect  our  lifestyle. 

“Of  course  the  best  rule  of  thumb  to  follow  in 
these  matters  is  common  sense.  If  you’re  drinking 
after  licensed  hours  in  a  downtown  bar,  don’t  be  sur¬ 
prised  to  run  into  police  trouble.

The  drive  to  pass  a  new  obsceni¬ 
ty  bill  was  prompted  by  the  con¬ 
troversial  opening  of  an  adult 
bookstore  in  the  town  of  Stough¬ 
ton,  15  miles  south  of  Boston.  An 
organization  of  townspeople  call¬ 
ing  themselves  Save  Our  Stough¬ 
ton  (SOS)  have  picketed  the  Times 
Square  Book  Store  since  it  opened 
last  August. 

On  December  3,  Stoughton  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  Judge  Robert  Sheiber 
found  booksellers  William  and 
Donald  Tortolani  guilty  of  selling 
four  movies  and  five  magazines 
deemed  obscene  by  Stoughton 
police  officers.  The  brothers  were 
fined  a  total  of  $11,250  and  given 
suspended  six-month  prison  sen¬ 
tences.  Both  are  expected  to  ap¬ 
peal  the  conviction.

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  It  took 
over  a  year  for  a  church  task  force 
composed  of  clergy  and  layper¬ 
sons,  both  homosexual  and  heter¬ 
osexual,  to  complete  a  119-page 
report  critical  of  the  treatment  of 
gay  people  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church. 

The  Task  Force  on  Gay/Les- 
bian  Issues,  formed  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  Social  Justice  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  San  Francisco, 
called  for  the  church  to  accept  gay 
people  openly  as  members  of  the 
church  and  clergy,  prohibit  dis¬ 
crimination  against  homosexuals 
within  the  church,  develop  a  viable 
sexual  theology  and  pastoral  prac¬ 
tice  and  take  an  active  role  in 
preventing  violence  against  homo¬ 
sexuals.  In  all,  there  were  54  re¬ 
commendations  contained  in  the 
report.  It  criticized  the  church  for 
its  role  as  an  “oppressor”  of 
homosexuals  and  for  the  “low  lev¬ 
el  of  theologizing  within  church 
documents  and  local  pronounce¬ 
ments.” 

“Roman  Catholic  sexual  moral¬ 
ity  is  in  a  state  of  crisis,”  the  report 
said,  in  matters  of  contraception, 
divorce  and  remarriage,  homosex¬ 
uality  and  premarital  sex. 

“If  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
is  ever  to  regain  credibility  in  mat¬ 
ters  sexual,  it  will  need  to  develop 
an  appropriately  sophisticated  sex¬ 
ual  ethic  beyond  what  it  has  at 
present.”

WASHINGTON, DC  —  When 
19-year-old  Eric  Ashworth  told  his. 
parents  that  he  was  gay,  he  didn’t 
know  that  the  fact  would  be  made 
public  at  a  national  convention  of 
teachers  of  English  in  Washing¬ 
ton.  When  17-year-old  Adeena 
Sarah  struggled  with  her  lesbian 
feelings  in  high  school  as  a  senior, 
she  too  did  not  know  that  four 
years  later  she  would  be  publicly 
recalling  her  frustrations  at  a 
national  forum. 

Last  week,  Eric’s  parents,  Amy 
and  Dick  Ashworth,  and  Adeena 
Sarah  herself,  now  a  social  work/ 
psychology  student  in  her  fourth 
year  at  the  University  of  Mary¬ 
land,  participated  in  the  72nd  an¬ 
nual  convention  of  the  National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  English. 
Their  session,  entitled  “Being  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  in  High  School:  Re¬ 
actions  from  Students  and 
Parents,”  attracted  a  large  crowd 
of  gay  and  non-gay  teachers  and 
administrators  to  the  State  Room 
of  the  Washington  Hilton,  located 
a  mile  north  of  the  White  House. 

Adeena  began  the  session  by 
telling  about  her  high  school  years 
when  she  tried  to  deal  with  her  af¬ 
fections  for  her  girlfriends  without 
receiving  the  guidance  or  support 
of  her  teachers.  Then  Dick  Ash¬ 
worth  continued  the  session  by 
reminiscing  about  how  his  first  son 
admitted  to  him  he  was  gay  at  the 
age  of  19,  and  later  how  his  second 
son,  also  upon  turning  19,  did  the 
same. 

Dick,  a  practicing  lawyer  in  New 
York  City,  did  not  write  his  sons 
out  of  his  will.  Instead  he  became 
involved  with  the  New  York  City 
Chapter  of  Parents  and  Friends  of 
Gays  to  such  an  extent  that  he  is 
now  president  of  the  organization 
and  his  wife  is  executive  director. 
Both  parents  urged  the  attentive 
teachers  in  the  audience  to  be  more 
sensitive  to  their  gay  students’ 
needs  and  to  make  the  non-gay 
students  aware  of  their  lesbian  and 
gay  peers. 

During  the  question-and-answer 


diocese,  according  to  Task  Force 
chairperson  Kevin  Gordon,  since 
the  Commission  acts  “semi- 
autonomously”  within  the  church. 
The  Task  Force  was  established  in 
May  1981  during  an  increase  in 
anti-gay  and  lesbian  assaults  and 
increased  tension  between  the 
Latino  Mission  district  and  the  gay 
and  lesbian  Castro  district.  The  re¬ 
port  cited  the  Moral  Majority  and 
other  conservative  religious  organ¬ 
izations  as  contributors  to  violence 
toward  homosexuals  through  in¬ 
flammatory  statements  and  propa¬ 
ganda. 

Other  recommendations  of  the 
report  were:  that  the  Commission 
support  legislation  in  California 
banning  discrimination  against 
homosexuals;  that  the  Archdi¬ 
ocese  accept  and  aid  gay  organ¬ 
izations  and  groups  which  support 
gay  people  and  work  to  improve 
the  relations  between  gay  people 
and  their  families;  that  the  Com¬ 
mission  support  the  work  of 
groups  which  further  women’s 
rights  and  women’s  ordination; 
that  the  archbishop  encourage  full 
participation  of  lesbian  and  gay 
persons  in  parishes  and  organiza¬ 
tions  in  the  Archdiocese;  that  the 
Archdiocese  survey  and  update  its 
current  community  services  to 
meet  the  needs  of  gay  people  in 
San  Francisco;  that  the  Archdi¬ 
ocese  work  in  society  to  make 
benefits  that  are  available  to 
opposite-sex  couples  also  available 
to  gay  couples.

period,  one  teacher  asked  for  ad¬ 
vice  on  dealing  with  her  gay  stu¬ 
dents.  Specifically,  the  teacher  had 
assigned  her  students  to  write  reg¬ 
ular  journal  entries.  One  student 
dropped  hints  of  his  homosexual¬ 
ity  in  his  journal  and  the  teacher 
wanted  advice  as  to  what  to  do:  tell 
the  parents,  refer  the  student  for 
counseling  or  reassure  the  student. 
Most  of  the  other  teachers  agreed 
that  the  parents  should  be  notified 
only  with  the  students  consent. 
Secondly,  if  the  student  is  to  be 
referred  to  a  counselor,  it  should 
be  known  whether  the  counselor  is 
a  “troglodyte.”  Lastly,  the 
teacher  should  be  pleased  that  the 
student  trusts  her  and  should  cer¬ 
tainly  bring  up  the  subject  with  her 
student. 

Meanwhile,  at  another  session, 
the  Council  awarded  the  annual 
Doublespeak  award  to  the  Repub¬ 
lican  National  Committee.  The 
winners  each  year  are  public  of¬ 
ficials  who  have  “perpetuated 
language  that  is  grossly  unfactual, 
deceptive,  evasive,  euphemistic, 
confusing  or  self-contradictory.” 
The  Republican  National 
Committee  won  the  award  this 
year  for  running  a  completely  in- 
nacurate  TV  commercial  con¬ 
cerning  President  Reagan’s  stand 
on  Social  Security  and  then 
defended  the  ad  through  a  spokes¬ 
man  who  said  “Since  when  is  a 
commercial  supposed  to  be  ac¬ 
curate?  Do  women  really  smile 
when  they  clean  ovens?”  Second 
place  went  to  James  Watt  who 
said,  “I  never  use  the  words  ‘Re¬ 
publican’  and  ‘Democrat’.  It’s 
‘liberals’  and  ‘Americans.’”  Third 
-place  went  to  Lawrence  Kudlow, 
chief  economist  for  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget,  for 
creating  the  phrases  “revenue  en¬ 
hancement”  and  ‘‘receipts 
strengthening”  to  replace  “tax  in¬ 
creases.”  He  explained,  “There’s 
no  better  way  to  sell  economic 
theory  than  by  the  euphemistic 
route.” 

Later  on,  in  the  Independence 
Room  of  the  Hotel,  the  Commit-

BOSTON  —  The  Massachu¬ 
setts  Senate  passed  a  new  obsceni¬ 
ty  bill  on  December  2  which  would 
allow  cities  and  towns  additional 
control  over  the  location  of 
“adult  bookstores”  and  increase 
penalties  for  violation  of  obsceni¬ 
ty  laws. 

S.  2117,  passed  by  a  rollcall 
vote  of  22  to  2,  differs  in  several 
respects  from  a  corresponding 
House  bill  passed  last  October  5 
(see  GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.  13)  and 
will  have  to  be  resolved  in  confer¬ 
ence  committee  before  it  can  be 
sent  to  the  governor  for  con¬ 
sideration. 

A  controversial  ban  on  the  re¬ 
tail  sale  of  “sexual  devices”  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  House  version, 
H.  6675,  was  omitted  from  the 
Senate  bill  when  questions  of  con¬ 
stitutionality  were  raised.  The  ban

anti-discrimination  efforts  to  the 
NAACP’s  boycott  program  in 
Mississippi,  which  was  ruled  by  the 
Supreme  Courtilastyear  as  legally 
protected. 

Attorney  Stern  told  GCN  That 
the  Ice  Palace  had  wanted  to  inves¬ 
tigate  BWMT  because  “we  don’t 
know  who  they  are.

and  intervention  in  Latin  America 
and  human  services  cutbacks  as 
parallels  to  the  politics  of  the 
Klan.

ination  of  “any  artificial  human 
penis,  vagina  or  anus,  or  other 
device  primarily  designed  or  in 
tended  to  physically  stimulate  or 
manipulate  the  human  genitals, 
pubic  area,  perineum  or  anal 
area.” 

The  Senate  bill  also  differs  from 
the  House  version  in  the  penalties 
set  for  violation  of  the  law.

Fines  in  the  Senate  bill 
range  from  $1000  to  $10,000;  fines 
in  the  House  bill  range  from  $1000 
to  $20,000.

A 
provision  in  the  Senate  bill  spec¬ 
ifically  prohibits  continuance 
without  a  Finding  on  obscenity 
charges.

BWMT  members  said  they  were 
leafletting  this  night  because  the 
women’s  community  is  more  polit¬ 
icized  than  the  men’s  and  would 
want  to  support  the  boycott  of  the 
Ice  Palace.

Dear  GCN: 

I  am  sorry  to  hear  that  the  local  lesbian  S/M 
support  group  is  being  denied  space  by  feminist 
groups.  The  Women’s  Building  in  San  Francisco 
(which  has  a  policy  stating  they  won’t  discrimin¬ 
ate  because  of  sexual  orientation)  also  refuses  to 
rent  space  to  Samois.  Thank  you  for  covering 
this. 

I  also  wanted  to  clarify  some  misconceptions 
about  my  own  politics  that  could  arise  from  the 
statement  issued  by  the  Boston  Lesbian  Sado- 
masochist  Group.  The  way  this  statement  is 
worded,  it  implies  that  1  helped  write  it  and  that  I 
support  the  concept  of  a  lesbian-only  S/M  sup¬ 
port  group  instead  of  a  group  that  welcomes  and 
includes  bisexual  women. 

Neither  is  true.  The  statement  does  include  a 
paragraph  of  mine,  lifted  from  an  article  1  wrote. 
I  wish  the  group  had  not  used  this  material  with¬ 
out  putting  it  in  quotes  and  clearly  indicating 
where  it  came  from.  The  same  thing  is  done  with 
some  material  by  Martha  Equinox. 

In  Samois,  1  have  repeatedly  supported  our 
policy  that  the  group  is  open  to  any  woman  inter¬ 
ested  in  doing  S/M  with  other  women,  regardless 
of  how  she  labels  her  sexual  orientation.  Samois 
includes  celebate,  heterosexual  and  bisexual 
women  as  well  as  lesbians,  and  1  feel  very  strongly 
that  this  is  the  wisest  choice.  Our  community  is  so 
fragile  that  we  can’t  afford  to  fragment  it  by  ex¬ 
communicating  non-lesbian  women.  I  believe 
that  separatism  is  a  futile  quest  for  political  and 
social  purity. 

Also,  as  you  can  see  from  this  letter,  1  don’t 
spell  “women”  “wimmin.”

A  lit¬ 
eral  interpretation  such  as  hers  would  mean  that 
the  only  characters  worthy  of  inclusion  in  fiction 
would  be  politically  correct  feminists  who  said 
sweet  caring  things  to  one  another.  How 
bland — and  how  unlike  life! 

In  another  short  story  of  mine,  a  character  calls 
another  a  dirty  lezzie  Jew.  This  certainly  doesn’t 
mean  I  think  either  lesbians  or  Jews  are  dirty — 
quite  the  reverse.  Fiction  can  be  a  good  way  to  ex¬ 
pose  various  prejudices.  Avoidance  is  a  good  way 
to  keep  them  buried.

flippancy 

Dear  Editor, 

I’m  reluctant  to  comment  on  coverage  in  other 
Gay  newspapers,  especially  when  I  must  be  disa¬ 
greeable.  However,  an  item  in  your  November  27 
edition  should  not  be  allowed  to  pass  unnoticed. 

In  the  course  of  reporting  on  the  November  1 
raid  of  Stars  magazine,  you  give  fairly  prominent 
play  (sixth  paragraph)  to  the  apparent  fact  that 
the  magazine’s  publisher  “contradicted  a  report 
in  The  Washington  Blade  which  said  lists  of  sub¬ 
scribers  were  among  the  material  taken  in  the 
raid.” 

As  editor  of  the  Blade,  I  resent  the  studied  flip¬ 
pancy  of  that  statement,  which  is  clearly  meant  to 
imply  that  our  report  was  wrong  and  Gay 
Community  News  is  now  setting  the  record 
straight.  Such  is  not  necessarily  the  case. 

As  we  reported  in  our  November  5  issue,  the 
search  warrant  (which  contains  a  police  inventory 
of  property  confiscated  during  the  raid)  stated 
that  10  boxes  containing  mailing  lists  of  sub¬ 
scribers  were  among  the  materia)  police  removed 
from  the  magazine’s  premises.  This  means  either 
the  police  incorrectly  filled  out  the  warrant, 
which  is  possible  but  by  no  means  probable,  or 
the  magazine’s  prublisher  was  misleading  GCN, 
which  is  possible  and  by  no  means  improbable. 

As  a  student  of  the  gay  press,  I  regret  the  swift¬ 
ness  with  which  this  discrepancy  was  passed  over. 
The  magazine’s  publisher,  acting  on  advice  of  at¬ 
torney,  refused  to  talk  with  the  Blade  the  week  of 
the  raid.  By  the  time  GCN  reached  him  for  its 
story,  he  was  talking.  This  gave  you  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  pin  him  down  on  the  issue  of  whether  a 
mailing  list  had  been  confiscated  and,  if  not,  what 
it  was  that  police  seized  and  assumed  to  be  a  mail¬ 
ing  list  of  subscribers.  Instead,  you  apparently 
blithely  accepted  his  assertion  that  no  mailing  list 


fell  into  police  hands  and  reported  essentially  that 
the  Blade  got  the  story  wrong. 

This  is  not  the  kind  of  journalism  of  which  the 
gay  press  is  capable.  Suscribers  to  Stars  should 
know  whether  their  names  have  passed  into  police 
files  and  it  is  the  business  of  the  gay  press  to  tell 
them.  GOV  would  better  serve  its  readers  and  the 
Gay  community  if  it  did  not  allow  its  petty  philo¬ 
sophical  animosities  toward  other  papers  to  pre¬ 
vent  it  from  asking  obvious  questions  and  if  it  did 
not  assume  automatically  that  the  other  Gay  pap¬ 
ers  are  its  enemeies  or  competitors.  They  are  not. 
We,  for  instance,  would  have  been  happy  to  offer 
you  background  on  the  case.  Since  we  are  located 
in  the  same  city  as  Stars,  know  the  police  and  gay 
personalities  involved,  it’s  possible,  perhaps  even 
probable,  that  you  would  have  learned 
something.

As  for  the  "studied  flippancy”  you  detect,  that 
was  not  our  attitude  toward  the  Blade  in  this  in¬ 
stance  and  it  is  not  our  attitude  toward  the  Blade 
in  general.  While  there  are  political  differences 
between  the  Blade  and  GCN,  we  respect  the  Blade 
as  one  of  the  best  gay  newspapers  in  the  country 
and  feel  no  animosity  toward  it.

An  open  letter 
to  the  gay  community 
on  hepatitis  B 


Hepatitis  B,  a  serious  disease, 
may  be  sexually  transmitted 

Sexually  transmitted  diseases  among  the 
gay  community  are  epidemic.  Herpes  has 
recently  received  a  lot  of  attention; 
gonorrhea  and  syphilis  are  well  known; 
but  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
(CDC)  recently  issued  a  major 
recommendation  for  the  prevention  of 
another  sexually  transmitted  disease: 
Hepatitis  B.  In  their  Morbidity  and 
Mortality  Weekly  Report,  the  CDC  stated: 
“Susceptible  homosexually  active  males 
should  be  vaccinated  [against  hepatitis  B] 
regardless  of  their  age  or  duration  of  their 
homosexual  practices.” 

Gay  men  are  at  a  high  risk  of 

contracting  hepatitis  B 

In  one  study,  from  51%  to  76%  of  3,816 
gay  men  seen  in  five  sexually  transmitted 
disease  clinics  had  evidence  of  past  or 
present  hepatitis  B  infection.  Once 
infected,  there’s  a  6%  to  10%  chance  of 
becoming  a  carrier— capable  of  passing 
on  the  virus.  The  CDC  estimated  there 
are  nearly  1  million  carriers  in  the  United 
States  and  that  100,000  of  these  carriers 
are  gay  men. 


The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be 
passed  on  by  contact  with 
contaminated  body  fluids 

such  as  saliva,  urine,  semen,  and  blood. 
The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be  transmitted 
through  tiny  breaks  in  the  skin  or  contact 
with  mucous  membranes.  This  can  occur 
during  intimate  sexual  contact  and  can 
lead  to  hepatitis  B  for  the  partner  of  an 
infected  person.  Although  most  patients 
recover  and  over  half  contracting 
hepatitis  B  do  not  get  symptoms,  there  is 
no  specific  treatment  and  no  known  cure 
for  hepatitis  B  infections. 

Hepatitis  B  may  lead  to  even 
more  serious  complications 

For  those  who  do  get  symptoms  of 
hepatitis  B,  a  mild  or  severe  “flu-like” 
sickness  may  continue  for  weeks  or 
months.  Ten  percent  of  all  infections 
become  long  lasting  (chronic)  with 
potential  complications  that  are 
sometimes  more  serious  than  those  of 
other  sexually  transmitted  diseases.  The 
serious  complications  include  the  chronic 
carrier  state,  chronic  active  hepatitis, 
chronic  persistent  hepatitis,  cirrhosis,  and 
even  cancer  of  the  liver.  Every  year 
almost  4,000  carriers  die  of  cirrhosis.  In 
addition,  carriers  have  a  risk  273  times 
greater  than  that  of  the  general 
population  of  contracting  a  usually  fatal 
form  of  liver  cancer. 


Now  this  serious  sexually 
transmitted  disease  is  usually 
preventable  by  vaccination  with 
the  new  hepatitis  B  vaccine 

After  more  than  a  decade  of  research  and 
development,  a  new  vaccine  is  available 
for  prevention,  not  treatment,  of  hepatitis 
B.  In  clinical  studies,  the  vaccine  was 
highly  effective  in  preventing  hepatitis  B 
infection  and  was  generally  well 
tolerated.  No  serious  adverse  reactions 
occurred  in  these  studies. 

The  vaccination  regimen  consists  of  a 
series  of  three  injections,  the  first  two  a 
month  apart  and  the  third,  six  months 
after  the  first.  To  be  effective,  the  vaccine 
must  be  given  before  a  person  gets 
hepatitis  B.  The  vaccine  helps  prevent  the 
disease:  It  is  not  effective  as  a  treatment. 

We  suggest  that  you  consult  your  doctor 
to  determine  if  you  should  be  vaccinated.

Why  you  should  consult  your  doctor  or  clinic 

The  vaccine  helps  protea  against  infection  caused  by 
hepatitis  B  virus.  This  virus  is  an  important  cause  of  viral 
hepatitis,  a  disease  mainly  of  the  liver.  Even  mild  forms  of 
this  disease  may  lead  to  serious  complications  and 
aftereffeas,  including  liver  cancer.  There  is  no  specific 
treatment  for  viral  hepatitis. 

Vaccination  is  recommended  for  persons  who  have  a 
higher  risk  of  becoming  infeaed  with  hepatitis  B  virus 
because  of  frequent,  close  contaa  with  infeaed  people  or 
exposure  to  body  fluids  from  such  people.  It  will  not 


protea  against  hepatitis  caused  by  viruses  other  than 
hepatitis  B  virus. 

No  serious  adverse  reaaions  were  reported  in  over 
6,000  individuals  receiving  the  vaccine  in  clinical  trials. 
The  most  frequent  reaaion  was  soreness  at  the  point  of 
injeaion;  less  common  local  reaaions  included  redness, 
swelling,  warmth,  or  formation  of  a  hard,  lumplike  spot. 
The  local  efifeas  were  usually  mild  and  lasted  no  more 
than  2  days  after  vaccination.  Occasionally,  low-grade 
fever  (less  than  101  °F)  occurred.  When  it  did,  it  usually 
lasted  no  longer  than  48  hours  following  vaccination.  In 


rare  cases,  fever  over  102  °F  was  reported. 

More  generalized  complaints  including  malaise, 
fatigue,  headache,  nausea,  dizziness,  muscle  pain,  and 
joint  pain  were  reported  infrequently.  Rash  was  reported 
rarely.  As  with  any  vaccine,  broad  use  may  reveal 
additional  adverse  reaaions. 

Your  doaor  or  clinic  knows  what  special  care  must 
be  taken  when  administering  the  vaccine  and  in 
daermining  who  should  receive  the  vaccine.  The  vaccine 
is  not  intended  for  persons  who  are  allergic  to  any  of  its 
components.

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Odyssey  of  a  Unicorn 

Doodle,  Turkey  and  Pumpkin

1  people  my  world  with  benign 
spirits.  Everything  talks  to  me  and 
1  respond  to  it.  One  of  the  most  ser¬ 
ious  spiritual  relationships  I  ever 
had  was  with  the  first  car  my  soth- 
er  and  I  owned  together.  In  July 
of  1979  we  purchased  a  dark  green 
VW  Beetle.  It  was  so  full  of  body 
rot  that  it  really  shouldn’t  have 
made  it  around  the  corner,  but  it 
was  love  at  first  sight  between  me 
and  this  ailing  vehicle.  The  trans¬ 
mission  was  shot  and  the  clutch 
had  to  be  replaced  instantly.  We 
proposed  to  drive  across  the  coun¬ 
try  and  back  in  August,  so  we  had 
to  have  a  car.  That  made  sense, 
but  this  particular  car  made  no 
sense  at  all.  It  was  just  one  more 
crazy  thing  that  the  one-horned 
beast  and  her  faithful  sother  did. 

Of  course,  since  the  car  was  a 
“bug,”  I  immediately  named  her 
Doodle.  Doodle  was  family.  We 
fed  her  before  we  ate,  all  the  way 
to  California  and  back,  and  she, 
unlike  almost  any  other  car,  I’m 
sure,  did  not  give  us  one  minute’s 
trouble.  She  never  broke  down; 
never  faltered  through  9,000  miles 
of  constant  travel,  up  hills, 
around  hairpin  curvfes,  over  un¬ 
marked  dirt  roads  between  super 


highways.  Doodle  was  superb. 
She  was  a  faithful  and  patient 
friend.  I  absolutely  loved  Doodle. 

When  we  got  back  from  Calif¬ 
ornia  she  began  to  deteriorate.  We 
paid  hundreds:  a  new  transmis¬ 
sion,  new  starter  motor,  new 
brakes,  new  master  brake  cylin¬ 
der,  etc.,  etc.  The  horn  fell  off 
one  day  as  we  were  driving  to  New 
York.  The  ignition  coil  failed  so 
often  that  we  always  carried  a 
spare  and  my  sother  could  change 
them  in  thirty  seconds. 

Every  mechanic  who  saw  the 
car  during  its  many  illnesses 
said, “Get  rid  of  this  thing;  it’s 
gonna  kill  ya’.  The  body’s  gonna 
fall  off.  The  back  and  front  halves 
of  the  car  are  gonna  take  off  in 
opposite  directions  one  day  when 
you  go  around  the  corner.  Buy 
another  car.  This  one  is  very  dan¬ 
gerous.”  We  heard  that  litany  on 
many  an  occasion. 

Doodle  was  born  in  1969  and 
we  paid  around  $700  for  her  in¬ 
itially.  The  cost  went  over  $2000, 1 
think,  before  tragedy  struck.  One 
night,  parked  on  the  street,  she 
was  totaled  by  somebody  who 
drove  into  her  at  60mph.  There 
was  no  way  to  fix  her.  I  went  into 
deep  mourning.  My  sother  went 


into  action. 

She  needed  a  car  to  get  to  work. 
It  was  now  November  1980.  It  so 
happened  that  the  people  who 
owned  the  garage  where  Doodle 
was  serviced  most  of  the  time  had 
a  1971  light  blue  beetle  in  perfect 
condition  (it  had  been  used  in 
Florida,  so  there  was  no  body 
rot).  My  sother  bought  it  and 
when  she  brought  it  home,  I  took 
one  look  and  hated  the  poor 
thing.  It  looked  brand  new.  There 
wasn’t  a  mark  on  it.  It  felt  solid.  I 
didn’t  hold  my  breath  when  we 
went  around  a  corner  or  over  a 
bump  the  way  I  always  had  in 
Doodle.  There  seemed  to  be  noth¬ 
ing  wrong  with  the  car.  But  that 
was  the  problem.  I  couldn’t  feel 
sorry  for  it.  It  didn’t  need  my 
love. 

Nor  did  it  gain  my  affection  un¬ 
til  it  began  to  suffer.  On  the  return 
leg  of  its  first  trip  to  New  York  for 
Christmas  1980,  it  wouldn’t  start 
when  we  were  halfway  home  and 
stopped  for  gas.  The  AAA  driver 
said  it  was  the  battery  and  jumped 
us.  We  started  and  kept  going  all 
the  way  home.  I  was  furious.  I 
named  the  car  Turkey. 

As  the  winter  progressed  the  car 
wouldn’t  start  in  the  cold  and  one 


morning  I  started  beating  the  car 
with  the  snow  scraper.  My  sother 
said,  “If  you  hate  it  so  much,  let’s 
sell  it,  but  don’t  destroy  it.”  I 
wonder  what  the  passersby 
thought  of  this  crazy  woman  beat¬ 
ing  up  her  car. 

Subsequently  we  found  out  that 
if  you  pumped  the  gas  pedal  17 
times  before  turning  the  ignition 
on,  she  would  start  at  any  temper¬ 
ature  down  to  ten  degrees.  I  still 
very  much  resented  the  car  be¬ 
cause  it  had  replaced  my  beloved 
Doodle.  Turkey  used  too  much 
gas.  She  guzzled  like  a  Cadillac. 
She  had  delusions  of  grandeur 
which  I  did  not  share. 

And  then  things  began  to  go 
very  wrong.  In  January  of  ’81  on 
a  very  slippery  Thursday,  my 
sother  and  some  joker  had  a  little 
boom-boom  at  a  bad  intersection. 
The  right  front  fender  was  smash¬ 
ed  in.  1  began  to  pity  Turkey.  It 
took  a  long  time  to  get  the  acci¬ 
dent  claim  settled  and  during  that 
time  my  sother  banged  in  the 
trunk  all  by  herself.  In  the  spring 
we  had  Turkey  fixed,  so  she  again 
looked  presentable. 

We  learned  after  a  particularly 
hairraising  trip  to  New  York  that

there  was  something  peculiar 
about  the  electrical  system  that 
made  Turkey  incapable  of  starting 
if  she  ran  for  more  than  two  hours 
at  a  time.  If  you  traveled  for  three 
hours,  you  had  to  rest  for  one,  or 
the  car  would  not  start.  Turkey 
was  definitely  developing  a  per¬ 
sonality.  But  1  could  have  done 
very  nicely  without  the  incon¬ 
venience. 

On  New  Year’s  Eve,  1981,  we 
left  our  apartment  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  driving  over  to  see  friends 
in  Boston’s  South  End.  When  we 
arrived  at  Turkey,  we  found  that 
she  had  been  hit  by  two  different 
cars  and  the  whole  left  side  was 
bashed  in.  We  were  rather  upset. 
It  was  a  hell  of  a  way  to  begin  a 
new  year.  There  were  several  other 
small  accidents,  always  while  the 
car  was  parked  and  no  one  was  in 
it,  until  recently  a  man  ran  a  red 
light  and  banged  into  the  front  of 
the  car.  He  had  no  insurance,  and 
if  he  had  been  going  a  little  faster 
or  my  sother  had  been  unable  to 
stop,  she  would  have  been 
damaged. 

After  all  the  mishaps  and  the 
strange  behavior  patterns  she  ex¬ 
hibited,  I  had  become  quite  fond 
of  Turkey.  She  was  beginning  to 
resemble  turkey  soup,  all  smashed 
up  on  the  left  side  and  the  front. 
We  had  to  tie  the  trunk  shut  after 
the  fellow  ran  into  her.  The  head 
lights  wouldn’t  focus,  so  we 
couldn’t  drive  much  at  night.  The 
brakes  were  going  and  made  ter¬ 
rible  grinding  noises.  My  sother 
was  afaid  of  being  involved  in  a 
serious  accident. 

I  got  the  message.  It  came  to  me 
in  a  flash.  Right  after  the  red  light 
accident  I  knew  we  had  to  stop 
fooling  around  with  VW  bugs. 
The  least  little  bang  in  the  front 
and  you  are  wearing  the  car  that 
hit  you.  You  develop  wings  and 
fly  to  heaven.  I  said,  “The  time 
has  come  to  buy  a  safe  car.” 

My  sother  researched  “safe.” 
Volvo  is  safe.  A  Jewish  girl 
shouldn’t  own  a  Nazi  car.  God 
was  punishing  me.  I  decided 
Swedish  is  much  better.  Also,  the 
Volvo  really  is  a  safe  car— as  safe 
as  any  car  can  be.  At  least  it 
should  be  less  vulnerable  than  a 
blue  bug  with  “Target”  seemingly 
written  all  over  it  for  everyone  to 
see  but  my  sother  and  me.  (Turkey 
had  been  hit  no  fewer  than  11 
times  in  less  than  two  years.) 

We  did  search  for  a  Volvo,  but 
nothing  materialized  before  the 
due  date  for  state  inspection 
which  was  October  15.  Turkey,  of 
course,  couldn’t  pass  inspection, 
so  we  had  to  pay  for  new  brakes 
and  to  have  enough  body  work 
done  to  fix  the  headlights.  We 
almost  had  to  buy  another  tire 
too.  It  cost  over  $150,  just  to  pass 
inspection.  Two  days  later,  my 
sother  found  the  Volvo. 


I  tried  not  to  think  about 
Turkey.  We  had  found  a  buyer  for 
her,  so  she  wasn’t  going  directly  to 
the  junkyard  in  the  sky.  I  told  my¬ 
self  that  my  sentiment  was  stupid. 
Things  are  things.  Period.  Stop 
kvetching  and  get  on  with  the  bus¬ 
iness  of  life. 

My  sother  bought  the  1974  Vol¬ 
vo  without  me  and  I  was  quite 
shocked  when  I  saw  him.  My 
sother  is  sedate,  dignified,  subtle. 
Dark  blue,  light  blue,  beige, 
brown,  maroon,  white,  sil¬ 
ver — right?  No,  ORANGE! 
Bright,  unavoidable  orange.  Max¬ 
ine  Feldman  said,  “I  see  you  got  a 
vulva.”  How  could  she  not  see? 
The  color  rivets  your  attention. 
The  car  looks  like  a  pumpkin  on 
wheels.  In  fact,  that  is  what  I 
named  him — Pumpkin. 

It  didn’t  take  long  before  the 
grief  set  in  with  Pumpkin.  We  had 
to  buy  one  headlight  and  one  tire 
immediately  ($86  for  the  tire,  and 
that  was  on  sale).  The  exhaust 
system  needs  intensive  therapy  (we 
had  the  car  two  weeks  when  that 


became  apparent).  The  bright 
orange  suit,  brand  new  for  the 
selling  of  it,  is  bubbling  and  peal¬ 
ing  off  the  car.  The  man  who  sold 
us  the  car  said  he  got  23  mpg  in 
town  and  28  on  the  road.  He  lied. 
Pumpkin  gets  15-18  in  the  city  and 
23  on  the  road. 

So,  here  we  go  again,  pouring 
money  into  yet  another  old  car. 
There  are  tremendous  advantages 
in  being  either  rich  or  sensible  or 
even  simply  realistic.  If  my  sother 
and  I  had  put  all  the  money  we 
eventually  spent  on  Doodle,  Tur¬ 
key  and  Pumpkin  (purchase  price: 
$2,000)  into  a  decent  car  in  1979, 
we’d  be  far  ahead  of  the  game 
now.  But  we  didn’t  have  the 
dollars  and  I  didn’t  have  the 
sense. 

Pumpkin  is  a  sobering  automo¬ 
bile,  despite  his  coat.  I  keep  want¬ 
ing  to  call  him  Sir.  He’s  out  of  my 
class  and  I’m  trying  very  hard  not 
to  become  attached  to  him.  Still,  I 
rather  like  driving  around  in  a 
fairytale  chariot,  and  I  keep  look¬ 
ing  for  the  white  mice.  .  .  .

EAST  MEETS  WEST 

Hong  Kong  and  the  emergence  of  an  Asian  gay  consciousness

Hong  Kong,  situated  on  the  coast  of  southern  China,  is  one 
of  the  major  banking  and  financial  centers  for  trade  and 
investment  in  Asia.  It  is  also  one  of  the  largest  concentrations 
of  Asian  (mainly  Chinese)  people  in  an  urban,  highly  industri¬ 
alized  society. 

Ceded  to  the  British  Empire  by  the  Chinese  Government 
(then  under  the  Manchu  or  Ching  Dynasty)  in  184 i  after  its 
defeat  in  the  Opium  Wars,  the  city-colony  remains  under  the 
British  to  this  day,  with  almost  no  form  of  representative  self- 
government.  A  population  of  over  four  million  Chinese,  Euro¬ 
pean  and  other  ethnic  groups  live  under  the  administration  of 
a  Governor  assisted  by  a  legislative  and  an  executive  council, 
all  members  of  which  are  appointees  of  the  British  Crown. 

This  interview  concentrates  partly  on  recent  developments 
in  the  colony  following  the  much  publicised  death  of  Police 
Inspector  John  MacLennart  who  was  found  in  January  1980 
&ith  five  bullet  wounds  in  the  chest.  The  sordid  affair,  given  a 
controversial  "suicide"  verdict  by  the  coroner's  court, 
involved  various  allegations  of  homosexuality  on  the  part  of 
MacLennan  with  undertones  of  blackmail  and  hints  that  he 
had  access  to  information  on  homosexual  behavior  on  the 
part  of  his  superior  officers.  All  of  them  were  potential  targets 
for  a  Special  Investigative  Unit  alleged  to  have  been  set  up  to 
gather  information  on  homosexuals  in  the  colony.  The  scan¬ 
dal  and  controversy  resulting  from  this  latest  round  of  attempt¬ 
ed  persecution  of  civil  servants  under  the  law  against  "victim¬ 
less  crimes"  has  led  to  calls  for  liberalisation  of  the  "sodomy" 
laws  derived  from  the  British  so  that  the  law  in  the  colony  will 
be  in  line  with  those  in  Britain  where  consenting  adult  laws 
have  been  enacted.  A  Law  Reform  Commission  was  charged 
with  investigating  public  opinion  with  a  view  toward  such  a 
move. 

This  apparent  drift  toward  liberalisation  on  the  part  of  the 
Hong  Kong  government  was  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  story 
leaked  to  a  local  English  daily  in  February  1982  that  a  secret 


circular  had  been  going  around  to  heads  of  government 
departments  instructing  them  to  report  the  names  of  known 
and  suspected  homosexuals,  both  male  and  female,  in  the 
civil  service.  These  developments  and  the  lingering  controver¬ 
sy  surrounding  the  MacLennan  case  have  received  lively  and 
sensational  coverage  in  the  local  mass  media,  rendering 
homosexuality  a  central  focus  of  public  attention  and  con¬ 
sciousness.  Gay  activists  on  their  part  have  also  been  working 
to  educate  the  public.  A  sober  and  informative 
documentary, Homosexuals  in  Hong  Kong,  was  aired  on  local 
television  in  early  1982  featuring  interviews  with  gay  men  and 
lesbians  talking  about  their  lives. 

The  following  interview  was  conducted  in  Hong  Kong  on’ 
February  18,  1982.  Sam  Sasha  and  Philip  Fung  are  both  prime 
movers  for  gay  liberation  in  Hong  Kong.  Sam  Sasha  was  the 
founder  of  the  now-defunct  Pink  Triangle  Magazine  (later 
called  East  Tide )  which  was  the  first  gay  liberation  journal  in 
the  Chinese  language  anywhere  in  the  world.  Sam  later  went 
on  to  found  the  Pink  Triangle  Press  and  is  now  concentrating 
on  publishing  books  on  gay  liberation  in  Asia  and  on  translat¬ 
ing  gay  literature  into  Chinese.  The  first  two  books  published 
by  the  Pink  Triangle  Press,  both  in  Chinese,  are  25  Questions 
about  Homosexuality,  a  matter-of-fact  espousal  of  gay  libera¬ 
tion  ideas  with  particular  reference  to  the  history  of  homosex¬ 
uality  in  Chinese  society,  and  a  translation  of  With  Downcast 
Cays  by  Hodges  and  Hutter.  Sam  also  writes  a  regular  column 
on  gay  culture  and  liberation  for  City  Magazine,  a  Chinese- 
language  popular  culture  and  entertainment  monthly  with  a 
sizeable  circulation  in  Hong  Kong.  Philip  Fung  was  instrumen¬ 
tal  with  Sam  and  others  in  the  formation  of  a  collective  that 
published  East  Tide,  the  successor  to  Pink  Triangle  Magazine. 
Both  are  now  defunct  but  Philip  remains  active  in  an  ad  hoc 
capacity  as  a  publicist  for  gay  liberation  in  Hong  Kong.  The 
interviewer,  Siong-huat  Chua,  is  a  founding  member  of  the 
Boston  Asian  Gay  Men  and  Lesbians. 

Sam,  Philip  and  other  activists  in  Hong  Kong  welcome  the 
support  of  gay  men  and  lesbians  in  North  America  and 
elsewhere.  Those  interested  in  gay  liberation  in  Hong  Kong 
can  contact  the  Pink  Triangle  Press  c/o  Lavender  Archives, 
P.O.  Box  2337,  Philadelphia,  PA  19103.

The 
books  are  also  available  from  local  gay  bookstores  in  Toronto, 
Boston  and  New  York. 

(Note:  Although  Sam  and  Philip  have  been  actively  involved 
with  lesbians  in  the  publication  of  East  Tide,  for  example,  the 
use  of  the  term  gay  people  in  the  interview  often  refers  only  to 
gay  men.  Special  thanks  to  Mark  Moses  who  helped  edit  this 
interview.  S.H.) 

Siong-huat:  Let's  start  by  talking  about  the  Law  Reform 
Commission.  I  want  some  of  your  impressions  about  whether 
this  is  a  genuine  effort  on  the  part  of  the  government  to  bring 
about  some  real  reform.  What  do  you  think  is  happening? 

Philip:  I  think  they  are  doing  that  because  of  pressure  from 
certain  groups  of  people,  especially  from  foreigners. 

Siong-huat:  You  mean  resulting  from  the  MacLennan  case. 

Philip:  Actually  it  is  the  MacLennan  case  that  started  the 
whole  thing.  Because  a  lot  of  expatriates  working  in  the 
government  who  are  gay  are  being  harassed  or  blackmailed 
by  people  because  of  their  homosexuality. 

Siong-huat:  Do  you  think  because  of  pressure  from  these 
groups  there  are  some  efforts  toward  reform? 

Philip:  I  would  say  it  is  mainly  due  to  pressure. 

Sam:  This  law  reform  has  been  provoked  since  1969.  In 
1969  there  had  been  some  scandal  between  some  headmaster 
and  students  in  an  English  high  school  .  .  . 

Siong-huat:  Was  this  headmaster  white? 

Sam:  Yes,  with  Chinese  schoolboys.  At  that  time  there  was 
some  call  for  law  reform  but  at  this  time  the  Chinese  council- 
men  said  that  no  homosexuality  existed  in  Hong  Kong  city. 
But  for  ten  years  now  law  reform  has  been  on  and  off  about 
three  times.  From  a  historical  viewpoint  I  agree  that  Chinese 
society  should  not  adopt  the  English  law.  Two  years  after 
Oscar  Wilde's  trial (1 895)  anti-gay  laws  were  set  up  in  Hong 
Kong  but  the  law  was  targeted  against  English  residents  at  that 
time:  the  Chinese  in  Hong  Kong  still  lived  under  Chinese 
tManchurian)  laws,  so  at  that  time  anti-gay  laws  were  not 
directed  at  the  Chinese  community.  Historically,  the  Chinese 
did  not  have  to  deal  with  English  anti-gay  laws,  but  the  Chin¬ 
ese  now  say  that  we  should  not  reform  anti-gay  laws  because 
we  are  Chinese. 

Philip:  But  in  the  first  place  the  Chinese  did  not  have  any 
laws  against  homosexuality. 

Sam:  But  now  the  Chinese  claim  that  they  should  not  adopt 
the  liberalised  English  laws  regarding  homosexuality. 

Siong-huat:  But  originally  there  was  no  anti-gay  law  for  the 
Chinese  anyway. 

Sam:  But  they  don't  say  that.  They  just  want  to  raise  points 
to  support  their  viewpoints.  But  they  omit  mentioning  that  the 
Chinese  have  never  had  any  laws  in  their  history  regarding 
partnerships  based  on  gender.  In  fact  there  is  no  term  "dong- 
xing-luan"  (same-sex  abomination)  in  Chinese  legal  history. 


There  are  laws  prohibiting  "dong-xing-luan"  in  the  sense  of 
marrying  someone  with  the  same  family  name.  "Xing"  is  a 
homonym  used  to  mean  surname  rather  than  sex  or  gender. 
This  is  really  a  race  or  racist  problem.  Just  like  the  Indonesian 
government  claiming  that  homosexuality  in  Indonesia  was 
imported  into  the  country  by  the  Chinese,  the  Chinese  in 
Hong  Kong  would  like  to  claim  that  homosexuality  in  the  col¬ 
ony  is  a  British  or  European  imported  perversion.  But  this  atti¬ 
tude  is  now  restricted  to  the  older  generation.  The  younger 
generation  and  educated  people  do  agree  that  homosexuality 
exists  everywhere  in  the  world  and  even  in  Chinese  docu¬ 
mentary  history,  official  archives  and  erotica,  pictoral  erotica, 
and  even  from  a  philosophical  viewpoint.  The  Chinese  philos¬ 
ophy  is  humanity,  i.e.,  we  don't  believe  in  people  being  sent 
to  hell  or  to  paradise,  judging  a  person  by  the  law  according  to 
the  Bible.  That  means  if  you  are  gay  you  are  still  a  human 
being:  we  don't  judge  by  the  concept  of  sin  which  is  mostly  a 
Western  construct.  So  Hong  Kong  law  has  its  controversial 
viewpoints  but  the  common  oppression  is  that  of  the  family 
and  family  pressure  against  coming  out.  No  matter  whether 
the  law  is  reformed  or  not  there  is  still  a  strong  and  rigid  family 
system  which  obstructs  the  process  of  coming  out.  For  exam¬ 
ple  in  Japan,  too,  where  there  are  no  laws  prohibiting 
homosexuality.

Siong-huat:  Let's  back  up  and  talk  a  little  more  about  what 
the  Law  Reform  Commission  is  doing  now.  Reform  is  being 
discussed  now  by  different  District  Boards? 

Philip:  The  Law  Reform  Commission  was  set  up  a  longtime 
ago.  It  is  a  special  body  designed  to  look  at  all  the  laws  to  see 
whether  there  should  be  any  changes.  Since  the  MacLennan 
inquiry  there  has  been  a  special  subcommittee  set  up  to  look 
into  the  particular  law  regarding  homosexuality  in  Hong 
Kong. 

Siong-huat:  Has  there  been  any  support  from  the  Chinese  in 
Hong  Kong? 

Sam:  In  1937,  an  English  solicitor  was  prosecuted  for  having 
sex  with  a  minor.  Some  liberals  interested  in  reformingthe  law 
put  out  a  questionnaire  to  poll  public  opinion  on  homosexual¬ 
ity.  They  got  about  two  thousand  people  to  answer  the  ques¬ 
tionnaire  but  there  were  in  the  end  only  about  five  hundred 
responses.  As  usual  most  of  these  respondants  were  English, 
Europeans  or  Americans  which  gave  a  very  skewed  idea  to  the 
Chinese  community  who  again  viewed  that  only  the  "foreign 
devils"  were  interested  in  homosexuality  and  law  reform. 
After  the  MacLennan  case,  the  Law  Reform  Commission  (LRC) 
is  trying  to  set  up  a  systematic  research  and  questionnaire  to 
poll  the  Chinese  community,  whether  they  are  for  or  against 
homosexual  law  reform  which  is  an  important  step  because 
the  Chinese  more  or  less  agree  at  this  point  that  homosexual¬ 
ity  exists  in  Chinese  society  whether  in  Taiwan,  China  or 
Hong  Kong.  Even  those  who  are  anti-gay  now  admit  that  it 
exists. 

Siong-huat:  Do  they  still  say  it  is  imported  from  the  West? 

Philip:  They  don't  believe  that  it  existed.  The  reason  it  exists 
now  is  because  of  all  this  foreign  influence  .  .  . 

Siong-huat:  Have  any  elements  within  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  in  HK  made  either  positive  statements  or  opposition  to 
the  LRC?  There  is  a  lot  of  activism  on  the  part  of  expatriates  to 
get  the  law  changed  and  it  is  still  looked  upon  as  an  expatriate 
concern. 

Philip:  Their  effort  is  sort  of  undercover  because  if  any  for¬ 
eigners  put  their  necks  out  to  say  anything  in  favor  of  homo¬ 
sexuality  they  are  putting  their  status  in  HK  in  jeopardy.  Most¬ 
ly  they  don't  want  publicity. 

Siong-huat:  I've  read  in  the  papers  that  there  have  been  a 
few  people  who  have  come  out  publicly  for  the  reform. 

Philip:  Only.a  very  few.  [Mainly  expatriates.] 

Siong-huat:  What  about  elements  within  the  Chinese 
community? 

Philip:  I've  come  to  know  quite  a  few  people  in  HK  who  are 
not  gay  but  very  sympathetic  to  our  cause  like  this  producer 
from  the  local  TV  station  who  made  the  documentary.  You 
can  also  tell  from  the  people  that  he  interviewed  that  they  are 
mainly  fairly  well-educated— professors  and  some  foreigners. 
But  most  of  these  leaders  from  the  Chinese  community— com¬ 
munity  leaders— they  are  very  old-fashioned  and  conservative 
and  they  are  against  any  change  in  the  law.  Since  beginning 
study  of  the  law  the  LRC  has  asked  for  public  opinion  but  they 
have  not  been  getting  very  good  response. 

Siong-huat:  Have  any  of  you  made  statements  to  the  LRC  or 
intend  to?  msuv- 

Philip:  I  personally  have  not  but  four  of  my  friends  have 
been  to  see  members  of  the  subcommittee  about  the  repeal  of 


me  law. 

Siong-huat:  They  are  gay? 

Philip:  Yes.  Not  openly  gay  but  they  are  out  of  the  closet 
and  they  are  ready  to  represent  the  majority  of  us.  They  are  all 
Chinese. 


Siong-huat:  And  I  guess  that  the  LRC  can  get  a  sense  from 
the  TV  documentary,  for  example,  that  there  are  sentiments 
for  appeal  of  the  law. 

Philip:  When  these  friends  of  mine  went  to  the  subcommit¬ 
tee,  these  two  members  of  the  committee  told  them  that  they 
themselves  are  very  sympathetic  but  they  represent  a  very 
small  number  of  people  within  the  committee  and  that  it  is  a 
helluva  job  to  convince  the  other  members  who  are  by  and 
large  very  conservative.  They  don't  want  to  change  the  law. 
So  it  is  up  to  them  and  us— the  gay  people  of  HK— to  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it. 

Siong-huat:  Now  it  looks  to  me  that  the  LRC  might  just  be 
fishing  around  for  some  excuse  not  to  change  the  law. 

Philip:  The  government  is  always  trying  to  do  this.  They 
either  try  to  stall  things  or  they  will  say,  Well,  let's  put  it  to  the 
public, letthe  public  decide.  At  the  same  time  they  will  have 
some  strategy  to  influence  or  to  exaggerate  the  so-called 
majority  view  so  that  in  the  end  they  can  say,  Well,  nothing 
can  be  done  and  it  is  what  the  majority  wants. 


Siong-huat:  So  this  happened  before  in  HK  and  perhaps  that 
is  what  is  happening  with  the  so-called  LRC. 

Sam:  Yes,  I  had  been  writing  my  monthly  column  for  a  year 
[and]  no  LRC  member  wrote  to  ask  me  for  my  opinion  about 
the  reform.  It  was  not  until  this  reporter  from  the  Star 
Newspaper  [a  local  HK  English  language  daily]  had  inter¬ 
viewed  me  for  a  second  time  that  about  six  months  ago  the 
LRC  wrote  me  a  letter  and  they  wanted  to  get  testimony. 
Which  seems  to  me  that  the  major  emphasis  is  on  the  English 
media  rather  than  the  Chinese  one.  I  had  been  writing  a 
whole  year  in  City  Magazine  about  gay  culture,  about  the  law. 

Philip:  There  have  been  articles  in  the  English  dailies  almost 
everyday  on  the  subject  but  not  in  the  major  Chinese  papers. 

Sam:  Personally  I  am  very  skeptical  about  the  invitation 
because  they  seem  to  have  an  inherent  bias  toward  not 
reforming  the  law  already. 

Philip:  However,  whether  they  are  sincere  or  not  is  not  real¬ 
ly  the  issue.  I  think  it  is  important  how  we  make  use  of  this 
issue,  i.e.,  make  use  of  this  opportunity  to  make  our  stand. 

Siong-huat:  Whether  the  law  is  repealed  or  not  essentially 
makes  only  minor  impacts  on  repression  of  gay  people  or  gay 
sexuality.  For  example,  in  the  US  where  there  has  been  only 
minor  improvement  in  places  where  homosexuality  has  been 
legalized.  Also  Britain,  itself,  for  example. 

Sam:  HK,  though,  in  terms  of  a  country  is  very  different  from 
other  countries  in  the  world.  HK  is  basically  a  city.  Most  gay 
people  live  with  their  families.  It  is  not  possible  to  move  to  a 
neighboring  city  such  as  Canton  or  Shanghai.  We  have  to  face 
the  daily  psychological  conflicts  with  our  families,  friends  at 
work  and  so  on.  And  rent  is  so  high  in  HK  that  most  people 
continue  to  live  with  their  families  or  even  share  a  room  with 
their  brothers. 

Philip:  But  even  if  they  are  not  living  with  their  families,  if 
they  are  living  independently  they  have  to  deal  with  the  peo¬ 
ple  they  work  with,  their  friends  who  are  all  in  the  same  city. 
For  a  city  this  size,  it  is  remarkable  how  difficult  it  is  to  be 
anonymous. 

Siong-huat:  Let's  talk  about  this  secret  circular.  The  law  as  it 
has  been  used  before  has  been  mainly  directed  against  British 
civil  servants,  not  so  much  against  the  Chinese  in  HK? 

Philip:  Against  all  civil  servants. 

Siong-huat:  Chinese  as  well?  Historically  as  the  law  has 
been  applied  have  Chinese  civil  servants  ever  been  charged 
for  example  with  sodomy? 

Sam:  About  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago,  the  police  had  been 
harassing  people  cruising  in  tea  rooms  and  in  the  parks  and  for 
private  acts,  so  a  lot  of  Chinese  and  English-language  papers 
accused  the  government  of  hypocrisy,  i.e.,  while  on  the  one 
hand  investigating  the  private  lives  of  HK  citizens,  it  was  har¬ 
boring  all  these  queers  in  the  civil  service.  At  that  time  a 
Special  Investigative  Unit  (SIU)  was  set  up  to  initiate  a  witch¬ 
hunt  against  homosexuals  in  government.  So  the  SIU  estab¬ 
lished  this  big  file  on  homosexuals  in  government.  Of  course 
the  real  purpose  was  to  flush  out  dissident  civil  servants,  using 
homosexuality  as  an  excuse.  It  was  used  as  a  political  weapon 
by  those  who  wielded  power  to  get  rid  of  their  antagonists  and 
enemies.  The  most  tragic  thing  was  that  gay  people  were  used 
to  inform  on  other  gay  people,  on  gay  dissident  civil  servants 
just  as  the  Nazis  used  Jews  to  hunt  other  Jews  for  the  concen¬ 
tration  camps. ' 


Siong-huat:  Chinese  civil  servants  have  been  the  victims  of 
anti-homosexual  laws  in  these  witchhunts. 

Philip:  Well,  this  supposedly  confidential  circular  that  has 
been  passed  around  in  various  government  departments  is  an 
illegal  document  because  in  HK  there  is  no  law  regarding  les¬ 
bianism  but  in  this  letter  even  female  homosexuals  are  being 
targeted,  which  is  illegal  and  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  do 
that.  They  are  putting  personal  opinion  above  the  law. 


Sam:  Of  course,  the  fundamental  point  is  why  they  are  tar¬ 
geting  civil  servants  for  their  homosexuality  which  has  nothing 
to  do  with  their  job  performance? 

Siong-huat:  So  you  think  that  is  just  one  more  instance  of 
trying  to  flush  out  dissidents  using  homosexuality  as  an 
excuse. 

Sam:  Yes.  In  the  same  way  the  KGB  use  heterosexual 
promiscuity  as  an  excuse  to  get  rid  of  troublesome  foreign  dip¬ 
lomats.  Female  prostitutes  are  used  and  the  witchhunt  occurs 
on  the  same  scale. 

Philip:  I've  heard  some  people  suggest  the  reason  behind 
this  particular  letter  is  to  stimulate  public  response,  which  is 
ridiculous. 

Siong-huat:  Sounds  somewhat  Machiavellian.  Homosexual¬ 
ity  seems  to  be  more  in  the  public  consciousness  now  than, 
say,  two  years  ago  what  with  daily  reports  about  dead  inspect¬ 
ors  and  secret  circulars  and  so  on.  What  is  your  general  sense 
of  public  opinion?  Is  there  more  concern— positive  and  nega¬ 
tive— or  the  issue  is  just  over-sensationalised  in  the  news?  Do 
people  have  a  more  liberal  attitude,  having  learnt  a  few 
things? 


Sam:  One  thing  I  can  say  is  that  HK  is  fast  becoming  a  very 
international  city  on  the  one  hand,  so  that  people  are  very 
busy  and  concerned  about  their  own  private  lives  and  their 
own  business.  I  know  a  guy  who  wore  a  "I  am  Gay"  T-shirt  at 
the  Stock  Exchange  for  nine  months  and  no  one  paid  attention 
to  him.  HK  people  are  already  in  an  international,  cosmopoli¬ 
tan  world,  and  they  tend  to  be  individualists.  The  fact  that  one 
is  gay  or  one's  brother  is  gay  or  one's  parents  or  good  friend  is 
gay— this  has  less  influence  on  the  average  HK  person's  atten¬ 
tion  or  attitude  than  how  he  or  she  finds  a  job,  the  way  he 
lives  and  the  way  he  eats,  which  is  like  New  York  or  other 
large  cities.  There  tends  to  be  segregation  between  a  person's 
private  life  and  his  job  and  other  affairs.  It  does  not  mean  that 
they  are  liberal,  just  that  city  life  fosters  this  individualism. 

Siong-huat:  But  there  is  still  a  lot  traditional  Chinese 
pressure. 

Sam:  Just  as  there  is  a  lot  of  traditional  Catholic  pressure  in 
the  West. 

Siong-huat:  That  you  think  is  the  major  stumbling  block  to 
gay  people  being  more  open— all  the  family  ideology  and 
pressure. 

Philip:  At  least  that's  the  image  the  government  is  trying  to 
project.  The  government  has  not  come  out  for  or  against 
homosexuality  but  they  claim  that  the  majority  of  Chinese  in 
HK  are  against  homosexuality  because  of  traditional  values. 


Siong-huat:  Which  is  not  very  clear— who  are  the  people 
who  are  against,  who  are  the  people  who  are  for.  .  . 

Sam:  Well  let's  face  the  truth.  Gay  people  live  within  their 
strict  family  structures  and  their  parents  in  most  cases  do  not 
nave  much  idea  about  homosexuality,  let  alone  accept  it. 
Each  gay  person  has  problems  to  confront  with  his  or  her  fami¬ 
ly.  It  represents  a  major  problem  to  people  coming  out. 

Siong-huat:  Well,  the  same  problem  is  faced  by  gay  people 
all  over  the  world  but  this  brings  us  to  this  point  about  it  being 
so  difficult  to  get  away  from  family  and  straight  friends. 

Sam:  Geographically. 

Siong-huat:  Yes,  geographically.  People  are  really  living  one 
in  top  of  the  other  almost  literally. 

Sam:  Consider,  though  all  this  nonsense  and  hypocrisy 
about  the  Colonial  Government  responding  to  the  sentiments 
of  the  Chinese  community  and  so  on.  Well  look,  the  Chinese 
eat  dog  meat,  and  the  British  respond  to  that  by  banning  it. 
Also  the  hypocrisy  of  the  Chinese  or  those  who  pretend  to 
speak  for  traditional  Chinese  values.  Horse  racing  was  brought 
to  HK  by  the  British.  The  Chinese  love  it.  Why  don't  they  call 
for  horse  racing  to  be  banned  since  it  is  obviously  an  imported 
Western  vice.  HK  was  born  from  opium,  it  was  ceded  to  the 
British  after  they  won  the  Opium  Wars  with  China.  Now,  of 
course  theChinese  are  banned  from  smoking  opium.  Now  all 
this  hypocrisy  about  morality! 

Philip:  I  would  tend  to  say  that  most  people  in  HK  are 
ignorant  about  the  whole  question  of  homosexuality  but  they 
are  being  influenced  by  these  so-called  bigger  voices,  such  as 
religious  leaders  and  community  leaders  saying  homosexuali¬ 
ty  is  bad. 

Siong-huat:  Are  there  religious  leaders  who  are  very  vocal 
in  their  opposition? 

Philip:  Yes,  both  Catholic  and  Protestant.  They  are  very 
powerful  in  making  their  voices  heard. 

Siong-huat:  Which  is  really  contradictory,  right?  Since 
■Catholic  and  Protestant  faiths  are  truly  foreign  imports. 


Sam:  Like  other  Third  World  countries  we  do  not  have,  trad¬ 
itionally,  laws  governing  private  sexual  behavior  but  because 
of  the  influence  of  Anglo-Saxon  Judeo-Christian  ideas  all  over 
the  world  after  the  1 8th  century,  no  matter  your  fundamental 
philosophy  such  as  Japan,  India  and  China,  they  are  all  in¬ 
fluenced  by  Judeo-Christian  ideas.  There  had  been  an 
Anglican  priest  trying  to  liberalize  the  law  in  1 965  but  he  was 
so  severely  criticized  by  both  religious  leaders  and  Chinese 
community  leaders  that  he  had  to  give  up  the  campaign.  It's 
not  just  Christianity,  the  rot  has  spread  beyond  Christians. 

Siong-huat:  One  thing  seems  clear  though,  which  is  as  a 
result  of  the  recent  developments  and  attention  to  homosex¬ 
uality,  there  is  more  recognition  now  as  opposed  to  before 
that  there  are  gay  Chinese.  It  is  now  more  difficult  to  say  that 
gay  people  are  only  British  and  in  fact  there  is  now  the 
emergence  of  a  gay  Chinese  voice. 

Sam:  I  guess  so.  At  least  gay  people  are  being  interviewed 
on  TV. 


Philip:  I  think  TV  documentary  is  very  important.  It  visualiz¬ 
ed  the  fact  for  a  lot  of  people.  The  drawback  is  that  I  don't 
think  very  many  people  watched  it.  It  was  shown  late  at  night, 
after  11  pm.  [It  was  shown  in  both  Chinese  and  English.) 

Siong-huat:  Let's  talk  about  your  articles  in  City  Magazine. 
You've  had  a  column  every  month  in  the  magazine  for  some 
time  now.  I  picked  up  a  copy  once  in  Toronto  and  it  seemed 
to  me  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  letters  to  the 
magazine  was  in  regard  to  your  column  which  is,  after  all, 
only  one  of  very  many  articles  in  the  magazine.  There  seems 
to  be  a  real  need  in  HK  for  some  voice  talking  about  homosex¬ 
ual  concerns,  anything  gay.  There  are  a  great  number  of  peo¬ 
ple  out  there  who  are  trying  to  reach  out  in  some  way.  What 
other  ways  do  you  think  there  are  to  reach  these  people  other 
than  through  articles  and  books? 

Sam:  The  first  thing  I  try  to  do  is  to  write  as  a  columnist.  I  try 
to  do  so,  so  I  can  infiltrate  gay  culture  and  consciousness, 
through  talking  about  our  history,  our  various  concerns  to 
Chinese  gay  people.  Because  the  majority  of  these  gay 
Chinese  people  have  buried  their  homosexuality  beneath  so 
many  layers  of  repression  and  self-oppression  that  they  deny 
quite  strenuously  their  gayness  in  every  aspect  of  their  con¬ 
scious  life.  These  people  stay  asexual  to  avoid  confronting  the 
issue.  But  I  do  get  lots  of  responses  to  my  articles— letters, 
even  phone  calls.  I  even  get  letters  from  people  who  are  ob¬ 
viously  right-handed  but  use  their  left-hand  to  write  the  letters. 
Some  even  cut  and  paste  alphabets  from  newspapers.  All  sorts 
of  people  from  the  really  closeted  ones,  to  Philip,  who  got  in 
touch  with  me  through  the  magazine.  I  think  it  is  really  impor¬ 
tant  to  have  a  voice  out  there  speaking  about  gay  concerns  in 
print  in  Chinese. 

Siong-huat:  What  are  these  people  who  write  to  you  look¬ 
ing  for? 

Sam:  They  are  trying  to  find  a  place  to  see  or  meet  gay  peo- 
ole  because  they  do  not  have  the  opportunity fn  their  daily 
■  ives.  A  lot  of  them  tell  me  that  they  have  to  continually  make 
anti-gay  remarks,  invent  girl-friends,  attend  erotic  movies  with 
their  colleagues.  They  stay  with  their  families,  they  might  not 
even  have  their  own  room  to  keep  a  gay  magazine,  they  are  ; 
very  frustrated  about  their  social  lives  and  their  sexuality.  I  am 
the  only  visible  gay  presence  in  a  sense  that  they  know  of.  So 
they  write  to  me,  to  get  me  to  introduce  them  to  other  gay 
people,  or  to  bring  them  to  a  gay  bar,  to  do  all  sorts  of  things 
to  help  them  to  identify  as  a  gay  person,  to  know  what  gay 
means. 

"Gay  liberation  in  Asia  should  happen  in  an 
Asian  way.  .  .  .  We  cannot  copy  directly." 


Siong-huat:  So  you  feel  that  a  lot  of  these  people  are  making 
contact  with  another  gay  person  for  the  first  time? 

Sam:  Yes,  I  meet  quite  a  few  who  do  not  even  want  to  give 
me  their  names  or  their  telephone  number  or  [who  say]  that 
they  have  girl  friends  and  they  are  only  doing  research.  And 
these  include  Chinese,  Indian,  Pakistani  and  all  sorts  of  people 
living  in  HK. 

Siong-huat:  Which  really  shows  .that  even  with  one  small 
monthly  column  in  a  magazine— I'm  not  sure  what  the  circu¬ 
lation  of  City  Magazine  is— you  are  making  a  tremendous  im¬ 
pact  on  the  lives  of  so  many  people. 

Sam:  I  hope  so. 

Siong-huat:  Do  you  think  that  something  more  can  be  done 
at  this  point  to  bring  people  here  together  or  to  reach  out  to 
more  people? 

Sam:  Well,  when  I  first  got  back  to  HK  about  two  years  ago 
from  studying  in  the  US  I  published  a  small  underground 
paper  called  the  Pink  Triangle  which  was  a  leaflet  of  about  six 
pages.  City  Magazine  advertised  the  paper  with  the  mailing 
address  and  so  on.  At  the  time  about  30  people  wrote  to  me 
and  we  got  together  at  a  meeting  and  tried  to  put  out  the  first 
underground  gay  magazine— a  big  one— all  done  in  a  collec¬ 
tive  manner  through  meetings  and  so  on.  But  there  were  too 
many  contradictions.  There  were  too  many  pressures  that 
each  felt  individually.  Up  to  a  point  either  people  felt  they  just- 
wanted  to  socialise  or  to  look  for  a  partner.  So  some  became 
inactive. 

Siong-huat:  Through  these  meetings  though  various  people 
were  able  to  come  out  and  maybe  learn  a  few  more  things 
about  themselves. 

Philip:  Sure.  Continued  on  page  12

The  seventy  works  in  this  one- 
man  show  represent  a  range  of 
media  and  styles  that  includes 
cubist  fabric  collage,  found-object 
assemblage,  “Picasso-esque” 
drawings  and  “Rembrandt- 
esque”  chiaroscuro  portraiture. 
This  wide  range  would  seemingly 
create  a  jumbled  effect;  but  the  in¬ 
dividual  works  are  executed  with  a 
degree  of  assurance  that  allows 
each  one  to  speak  without  a  con¬ 
text  of  homogeneity.  What  do 
Amaral  says  in  his  work  is  usually 
quite  direct — thought  sometimes 
only  as  direct  as  a  voice  heard 
clearly  in  a  dream — and  always 
poetic. 

Perhaps  the  most  accessi¬ 
ble — certainly  the  most  enter¬ 
taining — works  in  the  show  are 
the  assemblages.  Working  with 
found  materials,  do  Amaral  fre¬ 
quently  sets  up  a  tension  of  heavy 
and  light  elements,  as  in  a  cement- 
filled  file  drawer  opening  out 
towards  a  pile  of  bamboo  twigs. 
And  usually,  as  in  this  piece,  the 
literalness  of  the  objects  is  pre¬ 
served  and  emphasized  (a  knife 
slices  a  loaf-shaped  stone,  fabric 
scraps  are  sifted  through  a  shop¬ 
ping  bag)  so  that  the  incongruity 
of  the  application  is  the  punchline 
to  a  story  that  might  otherwise 
have  seemed  mundane. 

Many  of  the  paintings  are  head- 
on  portraits  of  South  American 
Indians.  Most  of  them  are  ex¬ 
ecuted  in  a  naive,  non-literal  style 
that  leaves  one  to  believe  much 
would  be  lost  in  a  literal  represen¬ 
tation,  for  the  subjects  themselves 
tend  towards  a  certain  naiveness. 
Character  comes  out  through  such 
facets  of  naive  portraiture  as  pat¬ 
terning,  scale,  and  the  communic¬ 
ation— the  trust  or  mistrust,  affec¬ 
tion  or  indifference — between  sit-' 
ter  and  painter.

next  to  the  chalky  skin.  The  sec¬ 
ond  woman  seems  to  recede  in  a 
mist  of  barely  modulated  pastel 
color,  with  the  eyes  and  mouth 
lacking  any  detail  that  might 
reveal  personality.  Each  portrait 
contains  its  own  language:  one 
dreamlike  face  can  barely  be 
traced  in  a  large  dark  canvas,  but 
nonetheless  asserts  a  strong  identi¬ 
ty;  bright,  jagged  men  hang  next 
to  evanescent  women,  and  vice 
versa.  There  is  no  general  theory 
of  sexuality  in  these  treatments, 
but  gender  is  an  important  part  of 
each  character  and  an  androgyn¬ 
ous  continuum  can  be  assembled 
from  these  “male”  and  “female” 
faces. 

A  series  of  drawings  (culled 
from  a  sequence  called  Dreamo- 
saurus)  uses  the  simplest  lines  to 
tell  the  most  mysterious  stories. 
Houses  lodge  themselves  in  peo¬ 
ple’s  heads;  men,  women  and 
horses  couple  in  the  wildest  com¬ 
binations.  There  is  no  pretense  in 
these  drawings;  they  must  be  re¬ 
ceived  at  face  value. 

Daniel  do  Amaral  is  a  Brazilian 
who  has  studied  in  Europe  and  liv¬ 


ed  there  and  in  America.  Though 
he  has  lived  in  Boston  for  several 
years,  this  is  his  first  show  here  (he 
will  be  showing  his  larger  sculp¬ 
tures  at  the  Alchemy  Gallery 
beginning  January  7). 

Do  Amaral  seems  to  belong 
more  to  a  Europian  tradition  than 
to  any  of  the  artistic  pigeonholes 
currently  in  vogue  in  the  States. 
His  failure  to  show  allegiance  to 
any  one  medium  makes  him  resis¬ 
tant  to  the  relentless  packaging 
that  is  a  feature  even  of  much 
avant  garde  American  art.  The  in¬ 
terest  he  shows  in  dreams  and  the 
leap  of  faith  required  by  some  of 
his  work  reflect  a  philosphical  and 
poetic  tradition  that  his  wider  ac¬ 
ceptance  in  the  European  artistic 
community  than  among  pragmat¬ 
ic  Americans.  In  fact,  the  very  few 
recent  shows  in  this  country  of  the 
more  noted  contemporary  Euro¬ 
pean  artists  have  been  greeted 
with  a  large  dose  of  bewilderment 
and  mistrust.  But  there  is  much  to 
be  gained  from  following  the 
poet’s  faith  in  his  vision,  and  an 
anomaly  like  Daniel  do  Amaral 
should  be  welcomed  in  Boston.

Sam:  Some  of  my  friends — they 
meet  people  they  know  in  the 
group.  Managers  meeting  their 
workers,  and  so  on. 

Siong-huat:  All  these  people 
who  write  to  Sam  who  are  making 
initial  steps  to  come  out  of  the 
closet  and  it  looks  like  there  isn’t 
very  much  available  to  them.  1 
was  wondering  whether  something 
else  can  be  organized  and  maybe  a 
group  may  not  be  the  best  thing. 

Sam:  We  cannot  just  go  and 
criticise  people  who  like  to  go 
cruising  and  neglect  politics 
because  gay  people  are  a  big  group 
even  though  we  are  a  minority.  In¬ 
dividually  each  person  is  different 
because  of  educational  back¬ 
ground  and  their  individual  dif¬ 
ficulties  in  coming  out.  So  to  each 
individual  gay  person  we  have  to 
use  a  different  attitude.  To  a 
closeted  gay  person  if  they  come 
out  to  join  us  this  is  a  successful 
step  already.  To  the  people  who 
are  out  who  can  be  brought  to 
some  gay  consciousness  that  is 
another  step. 

Philip:  I  can  see  a  lot  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple  that  I  know  in  HK  who  are  just 
satisfied  with  just  going  under- 
gound  instead  of  making  any  real 
effort  to  educate  the  public  about 
themselves. 

Siong-huat:  1  think  once  you 
have  come  out  and  you  come  to 
some  understanding  about 
yourself,  you  are  sort  of  on  your 
way  to  explore  more  things  by 
yourself.  At  the  same  time  there 
are  many  people  who  are  just  try¬ 
ing  to  make  those  initial  tentative 
steps  to  come  out.  There  is  no  way 
to  draw  them  further  out.  Well, 
they  write  a  letter  to  Sam  but  that 
is  still  very  tentative. 

Sam:  Compared  to  America  or 
England  where  gay  liberation  is 
ten  yers  old  but  how  many  people 
even  there  will  be  full-time  or  ac¬ 
tive  at  all  in  gay  politics.  Com¬ 
pared  to  the  percentage.  .  . 

Siong-huat:  I  am  more  concern¬ 
ed  though  with  those  people  who 
are  just  on  the  verge  of  trying  to 
make  contact.  Other  than  telling 
them  to  go  to  the  one  or  two  bars 
or  discos  there  doesn’t  seem  to  be 
very  much  else.  A  lot  of  people  are 
in  fact  closeted  enough  that  they 
will  not  go  to  a  public  place  like  a 
bar  or  disco. 

Sam:  I  have  to  take  up  a  few 
points.  The  first  is  that  there 
should  be  a  percentage  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  very  conscious  about 
gay  politics  and  work  for  gay 
liberation.  But  I  don’t  ex¬ 
pect — nobody  can  expect — that 
100%  of  those  who  come  out  are 
prepared  to  do  that.  We  have  to 
sympathize  with  their  particular 
situations.  The  second  point:  the 
purpose  of  my  books  and  articles 
is  to  circulate  to  more  gay  people, 
as  many  as  possible,  so  they  can 
understand  that  there  are  gay  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  doing  something  for 
gay  people.  To  induce  them  not  to 
hide  from  themselves  —  self- 
denial  —  it’s  a  big  step  already. 


Siong-huat:  That’s  why  I  think 
your  translation  of  With  Down¬ 
cast  Gays  is  very  important 
because  it  deals  specifically  with 
self-oppression. 

Sam:  Still  a  lot  of  people  fool 
themselves  by  telling  themselves 
that  they  are  not  gay.  They  are 
anti-gay  themselves.  I  would  say 
there  are  a  lot  of  homoerotic  peo¬ 
ple  in  HK  but  they  are  not  homo¬ 
sexual  or  do  they  consider  them¬ 
selves  gay.  There  are  a  lot  of  In¬ 
dian  merchants  who  are  married 
through  arranged  marriages  but 
they  are  gay.  They  have  their  own 
circles. 

Siong-huat:  I  think  things  are 
progressing.  With  a  few  more  of 
these  publications  you  may  be  in  a 
position  to  start  a  group  again. 
Not  as  ambitious  as  before  maybe 
which  tried  to  be  political.  Even  a 
group  to  allow  some  amount  of 
socializing  or  even  one  to  allow 
someone  to  just  come  and  not  feel 
threatened,  to  allow  them  to  start 
talking  with  other  gay  people  and 
feel  comfortable  with  themselves. 

Philip:  Most  of  this  cannot  be 
done,  cannot  happen  in  full  force 
until  the  law  is  changed. 

Siong-huat:  You  think  so? 

Sam:  It’s  only  two  years  since  I 
came  back.  Gay  liberation  in  HK 
is  very  young,  only  two  years  old. 
Ten  years  of  liberation  in  the  USA 
is  stiil  not  a  long  time.  Gay  libera¬ 
tion  is  very  young.  You  cannot  ex¬ 
pect  people  to  parade  in  HK.  Last 
year  for  our  Christmas  party  we 
had  more  than  one  hundred  peo¬ 
ple  show  up  for  a  dance  which  is 
not  political,  but  just  human  com¬ 
munication.  But  that  is  an 
achievement  already — one  hun¬ 
dred  people  showed  up  and  half  of 
them  just  came  out  within  the  last 
two  years.  This  is  important.  I 
mean,  do  you  expect  one  hundred 
people  to  come  out  in  Bejing?  HK 
I  would  say  is  the  base  for  gay  lib¬ 
eration  for  Taiwan,  China  and  the 
Southeast  Asian  countries.  Well, 
maybe  it  is  hard  to  compare  with 
the  situtation  in  Japan  but  Japan 
has  the  same  problems  of  the  op¬ 
pression  of  the  family  and  so  on. 

Philip:  Drawing  from  my  own 
experience,  I’ve  been  back  for 
more  than  two  years  and  I  can’t 
help  but  feel  frustrated. 

Sam:  Well,  gay  liberation  like 
other  forms  of  liberation  happens 
in  waves.  There  is  always  a  back¬ 
lash.  You  have  to  wait  for  a  low- 
point  and  the  climax.  It’s  always 
like  that. 

Philip:  But  there  are  so  many 
limitations. 

Siong-huat:  Yes,  I  guess  more 
than  we  are  used  to  in  the  US.  I 
find  what’s  happening  in  HK 
though  important  because  this  is 
gay  liberation  that  is  occurring 
outside  of  the  West.  And  also 
even  though  gay  life  is  not  as 
boisterous  or  rowdy  as  Bangkok 
or  Manila.  .  . 

Sam:  It’s  all  commercial  there. 


Siong-huat:  Yes,  it  is  all  com¬ 
mercial  and  the  economic  factor  is 
so  mixed  up  and  tied  to  every¬ 
thing.  In  HK  I  feel  there  is  for  the 
first  time  the  emergence  of  an 
autonomous  Asian  gay  con¬ 
sciousness — Asian  gay  people 
interacting  with  other  Asian  gay 
people.  I  think  that  is  important. 
In  the  US  too  I  find  a  lot  of  frus¬ 
tration  in  trying  to  sort  out  and 
get  a  grasp  on  what  it  means  to  be 
a  gay  Chinese,  for  example.  Be¬ 
cause  it  is  all  so  much  mixed  up 
with  or  dominated  by  a  white  type 
of  ideology.  The  models  we  have 
available  seem  to  be  white  gay 
people  which  a  lot  of  Asians  do 
not  fit  into. 

Sam:  Many  Thai  or  Filipino  gay 
circles  are  only  for  tourists.  Even 
white  gay  people  in  white  society 
are  under  economic  pressures  and 
Christian  pressures  the  same  as 
Asian  people  in  HK  and  Japan.  So 
whether  we  are  white  or  yellow  or 
brown  or  black  or  green  we  are  all 
under  the  same  types  of  pressures. 
We  are  the  victims.  We  are  vic¬ 
timized  by  the  majority  culture, 
by  Christianity  and  Western 
religions.  Also  Thai  and  Filipino 
gay  life  is  mingled  with  racist  and 
economic  exploitation. 

Philip:  Is  there  any  law  against 
homosexuality  in  Thailand? 

Sam:  No,  it  is  legal  or  liberal  if 
you  will.  They  use  homosex¬ 
uality — straight  guys  or  country 
farm  boys  who  come  to  the  big 
cities,  Bangkok  or  Manila — just 
to  earn  money. 

Siong-huat:  So  there  is  no  emer¬ 
gence  of  an  Asian  gay  conscious¬ 
ness  at  all  in  these  situations. 

Sam:  Oh  there  is.  There  are 
Thais  and  Filipinos  who  go  over¬ 
seas  but  return  and  work  in  high 
level  government  positions  and  so 
they  are  afraid  to  come  out. 

In  HK  the  economic  situation  is 
well-to-do  enough  that  large 
numbers  of  people  are  not  forced 
to  sell  their  Asian  bodies  to 
foreign  tourists.  In  Japan,  too 
there  are  Japanese  hustlers  of 
course.  But  in  Thailand  there  are 
people  trying  to  have  sex  with 
foreigners  just  to  get  school  books 
or  a  pair  of  shoes  or  food  for  the 
next  day.  In  India  I  was  approach¬ 
ed  by  a  hustler  who  wanted  me  to 
buy  him  tomorrow’s  lunch.  That 
is  bad.  Two  HK  dollars  for  one 
night  for  a  Thai  boy.  That  is  bad. 

Siong-huat:  Apart  from  bring¬ 
ing  about  reform  and  that  sort  of 
thing,  I  think  what  is  important 
for  Asian  gay  groups,  even  in  the 
US  is  to  build  up  some  kind  of  gay 
Asian  culture  or  consciousness 
which  does  not  exist  at  this  point. 
What  exists?  Well  there  is  now  an 
idea  or  picture  in  the  public  con¬ 
sciousness  about  what  is  a  gay 
white  man  or  a  white  lesbian  but 
the  image  of  a  gay  Asian  person  is 
still  very  murky  and  a  lot  of  times 
it  is  mixed  up  with  prostitution 
and  mixed  up  with  selling  oneself 
to  a  white  man.  I  think  that  is  very 
harmful.  In  HK  1  see  some 
hopeful  signs  and  a  beginning.
